| too have been outraged by the national media's 
trivialization of the gay civil rights movement and of- 
fended by the repeated attempts to portray gay men 
and lesbians as bizarre, aberrant and stereotypically 
‘amusing.’ Nevertheless | was disturbed by Nicole 
Murray's open letter in your May !ssue urging the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence to stop granting in 
terviews. There are many ‘publicly acknowledged, 
qualified, articulate, serious’ spokespeople in Our 
movement: and in fact, such individuals who are 
also more conservatively attired, greatly outnumber 
the Sisters. The media has chosen to focus on the 
Sisters and to imply that their activities and habits 
are typical of all gay people Few other images of 
self-identified gay men and lesbians are presented, 
and the activities of groups like the National Gay 
Task Force are routinely ignored in the mainstream 
press 
Attempts to silence Sr. Boom Boom or other in- 
dividuals so that they will not be sensationalistically 
exploited by the media's no solution.

We the 
employees would also like to keep all pizza con- 
sumers aware of our current status. We are picketing 
ina work and walk program. We have been endors- 
ed by the Harvey Milk Democratic Club, Alice B 
Toklas Democratic Club and the Lesbian Gay Labor 
Alliance. 

lt is our belief as concerned employees that 
unionization would benefit Marcello’s and their 
employees. Workers would stay longer because 
they would be working in a more equitable and en- 
joyable environment The patron would benefit by 
receiving reliable efficient service. Not to mention 
that their patronage would be noticed and ap- 
preciated by the people who serve them

Marcello's Pizza does provide substantial benefits 
and opportunities to its employees 

1. Paid vacations—up to two weeks based on 
length of service 

2. Four to six floating holidays per year 

3. Fully-paid major medical coverage for all six- 
month, 30-hour employees 

4. Allworking hour meals provided free of charge 

5. Three-day bereavement pay. 

6. A majority of Marcello’s employees receive a 
25% yearly increase. Do you? 

7. An additional 5% increase for all employees 
every December 1 

8. Eight out of ten of our store managers were staff 
employees before becoming managers 

What our response |S. 

1. One week's paid vacation per year. How many 
employees last one year? There is currently a 300% 
turnover rate in employees. 

2. One floating holiday every three months, max- 
imum four 

3. Employees are scheduled for less than 30 
hours. 

4. Thanks, two pieces of pizza and a coke might 
cost the company 75 cents. 

5. Bereavement pay for immediate family and 
heterosexual married couples. What about lovers? 
(The proprietor is a homosexual.) 

6. Starting salary is $4.00. If you make it to $5.00 
in one year you are considered fortunate. We are 
discussing 25% in 15, 25, and 35 cent increments. 

7. Only for employees who happen to be there that 
week. Why not a cost of living increase instead of 
an insubstantial token 5% of $4.35? 


8. Yes, that is probably the case. | would like to 
add that three managers from the Castro store 
resigned simultaneously in support of unionizing 
Marcello's 

Unionization of Marcello’s would bring about a 
contract that addresses actual issues and needs 
The contract would be negotiated between 
employees and employers so mutual decisions can 
be realized 

lt appears that the unionization of Marcello’s Piz- 
za would benefit the patron, the employer and the 
employee.

Jackson for President: 
The Issue is Equal Rights 
And Equal Opportunity 


Jesse Jackson is the best hope this community 
has ever had in the Democratic Party 

Listening to the siren songs of Mondale and Hart 
nearly drove me crazy before | realized that neither 
has proposed an aggressive federal effort to give 
gay men and lesbians ALL the same rights and op- 
portunities they so clearly defended for all other 
Americans. Gary Hart even failed to put his 
signature on a watered-down job protection bill in 
the Senate until the end of April Why did he delay 
for so long to offer so little? Walter Mondale thinks 
our presence would be all right in only ‘certain 
areas'’ of the national defense establishment. That's 
not enough. There is no acceptable rationale for the 
federal government to deny the rights we are 
guaranteed by the Constitution, and there is no 
reason why we should vote for any candidate who 
does not accept us as equal citizens. As long as we 
are willing to settle for less than full participation in 
this nation, that is exactly what we are going to get 

So why should we vote for Jackson? Jackson in- 
vited lesbians and gays into the Rainbow Coalition 
fromthe very beginning of his campaign. At no time 
has he equivocated his support. He has taken pos!- 
tions to end discrimination in jobs, housing, and the 
military; and access to federal funding, federal 
facilities and legal services, without qualification or 
reservations 

Jackson has given us a special vision with the 
concept of the Rainbow Coalition. For the first time, 
the possibility exists for all disenfranchised groups 
in this nation to work together for equal rights 
Beyond that, our interaction in such a coalition can 
lay the groundwork to turn equal rights into equal 
opportunity. The legislative victories we need are 
only the first step towards our true liberation. Women 
and people of color are well aware of this fact. As 
they have been unable to obtain equal opportun!- 
ty working by themselves, we as a minority will ex- 
perience the same fate unless we band together 
The Rainbow Coalition goes well beyond the man 
Jesse Jackson. It defines a new place for us to build 
strength for ourselves, within a much broader 
human rights movement 

But like me, you must be saying at this point, "No 
one really thinks he could win the nomination, much 
less the election.’ A legitimate concern indeed. 
However, anyone who has been in this city for five

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years will remember the mayoral election of 1979 
as a watershed for the political strength of the les- 
bian and gay community. In the six months before 
June 1979, we had witnessed the assassination of 
Harvey Milk, the increasing police harassment and 
violence against the community, and the virtual ac- 
quittal of Dan White. Then Dianne Feinstein, in an 
interview with the Laadies Home Journal, castigated 
the community for ‘‘our’’ poor behavior as citizens 
and threatened to withdraw political support. David 
Scott stood up as a spokesperson for this Communi- 
ty and challenged the notion that the victims of op- 
pression were the problem. Feinstein confidently 
dismissed the gay vote. On election day Scott took 
15% of the vote, Feinstein got only 42%, and was 
forced into a run-off with Quentin Kopp. Only then 
did she acknowledge our political strength. Both 
Kopp and Feinstein ate humble pie and spent the 
next two months wooing gay voters and David 
Scott. Feinstein promised appointments, regular 
meetings, and greater sensitivity. She fought hard 
to get David Scott's endorsement, and won the run- 
off with over 80% of the gay vote. 

Our votes for Jackson can demonstrate the same 
political clout in 1984 as they did for David Scott in 
1979. Itis not important that Jackson will not get the 
nomination. It /s important that he has promised to 
force the other candidates to’adopt positions that 
do more than pay lip service to the lesbian and gay 
people of this country. Jackson can only ac- 
complish this with a formidable number of 
delegates 

Ask yourself how long you will wait for Hart or 
Mondale to come around on these issues. Hasn't 
it been too long already? Send them a message with 
your votes for Jackson delegates. Tell them, ''To- 
day, June Sth, 1984 is the deadline for you to 
recognize that lesbians and gay men are arealand 
legitimate force in this election year. We will no 
longer prostitute our votes to politicians who fail to 
see the light.” 

Perhaps Diane will tell Walter the story of the 1979 
election, and maybe Gary will notice that human 
concerns are as important to the upwardly mobile 
as money. Only when we stand up for ourselves will 
the Democratic party change, not before. If you're 
willing to waste your vote on someone who doesn't 
support you 100%, our rights will never make their 
way onto the national agenda. A clear victory in San 
Francisco and the Bay Area for our strong and con- 
sistent advocate will give equal rights for lesbians

Mondale for President:

‘The Democratic Party has traditionally stood for 
equal rights and opportunities for all Americans. In 
recent decades, this commitment has meant stand- 
ing up for racial and ethnic minorities, women, the 
elderly and working people. In recent years, our par- 
ty has begun to deal with the problems of discrimina- 
tion faced by lesbians and gay men. Progress has 
been made. But more is needed. 

“| yjoin with you in Our common commitment to roll 
back prejudice whenever we encounter it. | oppose 
discrimination in government service, in the military, 
and in immigration policy based on arbitrary non- 
job-related factors such as sexual orientation. And 
| support needed funding for AIDS research and 
services.’ 

With these words, Walter Mondale recently reaf- 
firmed his commitment to the rights of lesbians and 
gay men in a letter to the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club. Strong words, portraying a strong 
stand. Yet as we know only too well, words alone are 
meaningless. W z must elect people who will back 
up their rhetoric with action. 

To back up his words, Walter Mondale has a 
history of strong, decisive action in the field of civil 
rights. In 1962, as the Attorney General of Min- 
nesota, he led the first black civil rights demonstra- 
tion in the state's history. In 1964, he led the fight to 
integrate Mississippi's delegation to the Democratic 
convention. In 1965, he was an original co-sponsor 
of the Voting Rights Act, and in 1967 he introduced 
sweeping fair housing legislation in the Senate, suc- 
cessfully enacting the landmark legislation into law. 

In 1972, Walter Mondale was the only major 
elected official to support Minnesota's party platform, 
which contained the strongest gay rights plank of 
any platform to date. 

Walter Mondale supports the rights of lesbians 
and gay men, not because it has become a popular 
position, not because he is attempting to attract a 
large voting bloc, but as a matter of principle. ‘‘| have 
spent my whole life fighting discrimination,’’ he said 
in a speech in New York City. ‘'l believe that 
Americans must be treated as individuals in our own 
right, and no American should be denied the fullness 


of opportunity in this country for any irrational 
reason.’ 

Playing on popular sentiment, John Glenn came 
to San Francisco last fall to announce his opposition 
to federal gay rights legislation. Mondale immediate- 
ly responded, arriving here soon after to underscore 
his support for that legislation. Clearly, he was not 
swayed by polls touting the unpopularity of his views: 
public opinion, he protested, was not an appropriate 
forum for civil rights decisions. 


Year after year, Mondale has been on the front line: 


battling for individual liberties and economic digni- 
ty whether the issue was the passage of the ERA, 
pay equity, abortion rights or the restoration of 
budget cuts in programs for the disadvantaged. 

Mondale’s platform has reflected some of the most 
important progressive issues of recent years. His 
ceaseless advocacy for women's rights, en- 
vironmental protection, medical costs containment 
and social programs is unequalled by any other 
candidate. 

While others rail about Mondale's ties to ‘‘special 
interests,’ gay men and lesbians know that we are 
by definition aspecial interest, and that those in our 
community who are Third World, women, seniors, 
disabled, or workers represent other special in- 
terests. Any candidate who seeks to disassociate 
himself from these interests is not worthy of our 
support. 

Itis Obvious to me, and to increasing numbers in 
the lesbian/gay community, that Walter Mondale is 
our only choice for President. He is the one can- 
didate that can pull together the diverse groups who 
make up the Democratic party and whose efforts will 
be needed to defeat Ronaid Reagan in November. 
He Is the one candidate on whom we can rely to 
enact the kind of reforms needed to return this coun- 
try to responsiveness to the poor, the disenfranchis- 
ed and the exploited. 

With five lesbian and gay delegates, Mondale's 
slate is the most inclusive of our community in San 
Francisco. Please look for the Mondale delegates 
on the ballot and cast your vote for a return to con- 
cern. Vote for Walter Mondale

families, lovers, and friends since July 1982 
Through this community involvement, | have been 
leading workshops on AIDS and alternative 
therapies and providing referrals to gay and bisex.- 
ual men with AIDS seeking information on 
alternatives. 

Due to my own frustration over the lack of medical 
answers for AIDS, | have done considerable 
research into the availability of alternative therapies 
for people with AIDS. Through my Shanti counsel- 
ing, | have experienced the strong bias against alter- 
natives that exists in both the medical community 
and the general public. | have talked with many men 
with AIDS who have never tried alternatives because 
their doctors warned them against ‘quack 
medicine,’ told them alternatives did not exist Or 
were not serious enough to consider when facing 
a life-threatening illness. 

| decided to research and publish a directory on 
“AIDS and Alternative Therapies” to provide infor- 
mation so that people with AIDS, their families and 
friends can be aware that alternatives do exist that 
can be utilized with or without orthodox Western 
medicine. The purpose of my directory is not to 
declare that all alternatives are good and all 
allopathic (orthodox Western) therapies are bad: 
instead, | hope to provide information as a communi- 
ty service so that people can be aware that they do 
have a choice. 

| am selling the 15-page directory at health food 
stores (Rainbow, Au Naturel, The Good Provider. 
all three Real Food stores) in San Francisco, and 
through mail-order for $2.00 (to cover the costs of 
printing and postage—this is entirely a not-for-profit 
venture).

The Caldron Closes 

The Caldron is closing its doors after almost 4 
years. And what a 4 years it’s been! 

My closing is voluntary, and sudden. | expected 
to close in a month or two, depending on negotia- 
tions to get out of my lease. But my landlord inform- 
ed me this morning he had a tenant who wanted im- 
mediate occupancy, So away we go. 

My reasons for closing are personal and 
economic.

It's also time for me to get on with the rest of my 
life. | expect to graduate this December with a 
Master's degree in Clinical Psychology from Antioch 
University West, and hope to end up with a private 
practice as a psychotherapist in a couple of years 

The Caldron was an extension of my own personal 
process of coming to terms with my sexuality. It was 
also an experiment in love, acceptance, and sup- 
port. Certainly, the love and support expressed to 
me over the difficulties of the last year and a half in- 
dicates that the Caldron meant a lot to a lot of peo- 
ple, and that we have accomplished our goal. But 
times have changed, and other goals beckon. It's 
time for sexual experimentation to give way, as an 
end in itself, to other forms of relationship and in- 
timacy. We must not lose the benefits of sexual libera- 
tion, but our growth as human beings, as well as our 
very survival, depend on going beyond sexual 
liberation itself. 

It is time for our Community to move on. The par- 
ty may be over, but that might just prepare the way 
for a deeper maturity, greater satisfaction, and richer 
sense of purpose in our lives. 

The Caldron has served me well. It has served 
many well. It now serves us all by getting out of the 
way of further growth and transformation

Comments on Bluefish Cove 


Dear Producers, Directors, Cast, and Other Workers, 

On Sunday evening, May 6th, | attended your San 
Francisco production of Bluefish Cove. I'm a 42 year 
old, white, lesbian mother who has been active in 
the women’s movement for years. Though in many 
ways |'ve had lots of support for my lifestyle, | came 
to your play ravenously hungry to see lesbians’ lives 
reflected on the stage. Much of that need was fulfill- 
ed and | thank you for it. 

Though | came knowing the play was about les- 
bians with a different class situation from mine and 
most lesbians, and I'm interested in the lives of all 
lesbians, | believe there needs to be a stronger state- 
ment that this is a particular group within a larger 
community—tricky, since so much of the important 
lines are about realities lesbians share in common. 


| found myself wishing the artist could have been 
“just a regular good artist’’ instead of one of the 
famous few. 
| was grateful for the recognition of lesbian 
mothers and homemaking. The general theme of 
women supporting each other over the years, 
through thick and thin, is so important and 
something we can be proud of when we can do it. 
| need to also say that there was a part that was 
very painful to see. When | first saw Kitty and Rita's 
relationship, part of me said, ‘‘Oh no! | don't want 
to see this.'’ | was seeing an updated version of Miss 
Ann and the maid and it felt awful. Another part of 
me said, ‘But relationships can be like that— 
unequal, racist—wait till you see what they do with 
it. See how it moves and develops. Things may not 
be as they first appear 
In my experience of the play the relationship did 
not move. The play deals extensively with issues of 
dependency and equality in relationships but little 
or nothing was said about those issues in Rita's and 
Kitty's relationship. Also, the-day-to-day reality of 
Rita's experience as a Black woman and lesbian is 
invisible. She ‘‘just happens”’ to be Black. In addi- 
tion to being oppressive in its invalidation of the ex- 
periences of women of Color, this robs everyone of 
her special knowledge of what this world is about 
and how to survive in it. Women of Color being in- 
visible in mostly white friendship groups is admit- 
tedly too often the case. However, we are far past 
the time, if there ever was atime, when this can be 
presented without comment.

The Politics of Glory Holes

he’ San Francisco: debates: about 

closure of the baths as a possible 

deterrent to the transmission of 
AIDS are forcing many gay men to examine 
their lifestyles and sexual practices. While 
some men are making efforts to follow ‘‘safe 
sex’ guidelines and to reduce the number of 
intimate partners, others are merely looking 
for other places to act out their sexual fan- 
tasies as usual. 

It should disturb all of us that the sexual 
commercial entities, which have for the 
most part been the safest place for men to 
sexually interact, are being attacked by well- 
meaning activists, politicians, and media. To 
the extent that baths have been sexually 
liberating and educational, we must mourn 
the closing of each one and be concerned 
about the needs of its patrons who are most 
likely to now turn to other commerical sex- 
ual entities such as bookstores and theatres. 

Atarecent community meeting called to 
discuss the pros and cons of closing 
bathhouses, I sat in awe as several persons 
talked about all the steps which had been 
taken to educate patrons about AIDS and to 
encourage safe sexual practices. Participants 
then got into a heated debate about a glory 
hole ata particular bathhouse. Some thought 
the glory hole should be sealed; others 
thought a notice of safe sexual practices 
should be posted next to the hole and that 
patrons be allowed to make a decision about 
its use. Some were concerned about the 
lighting, while others wanted to know how 
often the wall was washed and sanitized. | 
wondered to myself about the politics of 
glory holes and other props. 

All oppressed people are forced to adopt 
certain practices for survival and fulfillment 
which defy legal, religious, and cultural stan- 
dards. There comes a time for most 
minorities when civil disobedience is the on- 
ly means we have of obtaining our civil 
rights. All of us have deviated from paren- 
tal and religious upbringing in the pursuit of 
love and the fulfillment of lust. Since my ear- 
ly childhood, [have been aware that despite 
laws, taboos, fears, diseases, and possible ar-

worker, died in his own bed, in his own 
house, and in the arms of a trusted and 
devoted triend and neighbor 

During the year that culminated in his death 
from several AIDS-related diseases, Eric began 
his journey by summoning—one is tempted 
to say Organizing—dozens of his friends in an 
intense and nurturing strategy to keep him 
alive—for as long as possible. Which turned 
out to be cleven months and one week from 
the time Eric) was diagnosed) with 
pneumocystis pneumonia to the instant when 
David, his neighbor, said “Take a breath, 
Eric.” Eric breathed one more time and died. 

Most of Eric’s adult life was dedicated to 
building and bridging meaningful com- 
munities, to trying to shape a system for 
which community js central. While at Yale, 
he protested the waf in Vietnam. After gradua- 
tion he returned taCanton, Ohio, where he 
was born and raised and worked there with 
a church group doing political organizing. He 
became increasingly radicalized as his work 
revealed the contradictory nattire of the socie- 
ty in which he had so recently begun to 
flourish. But even though he was destined to 
pursue his radicalization considerably further, 
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rest. men have found places and ways to be 
sexually active with each other. 

All men are to some degree curious about 
other men’s bodies. All men to some degree 
fantasize about other men and are curious 
about other men’s penises. Without going to 
very much trouble men can somewhat 
satisfy their curiosity by stopping in any 
public rest room, which is usually designed 
such that men can line up, unzip, dangle 
their penises out to relieve themselves, and 
sneak peeks to their left and right. Places 
where men shower such as gyms and dor- 
mitories also fulfill men’s curiosity. 

How, where, and when the first glory 
hole came about is not known, but I would 
guess that glory holes came about from peep 
holes which happened to be in “‘private”’ 
stalls of ““public’’ restrooms. With some in- 
genuity at quiet times peep holes became 
glory holes, which enabled one not only to 
look but also to engage in oral sex without 
meeting the partner. 

If curiosity were the only aspect of glory 
holes we could all relax and talk about alter- 
native ways Of satisfying our curiosity. But 
another aspect of glory holes is that to some 
degree the oppressors of gay men have 
relegated us to acting Out Our sexuality in 
public places such as parks and restrooms. 
In most states, acting out one’s homosex- 
uality is still illegal and only major cities or 
resorts Offer social meeting places for gay 
men. Thus, in most of the United States most 
gay men live in hostile environments in 
which they could be imprisoned, excom- 
municated, disavowed by their families, lose 
their jobs, and be brutalized. So for fulfill- 
ment of their sexual needs and for mere sur- 
vival, gay men have been forced by their op- 
pressors to seek sex anonymously, to set up 
barriers between them and their partners, 
and to drill glory holes in public restrooms. 

Many of us have become conditioned to 
the props initially imposed upon us by our 
oppressors. Glory holes in some cities serve 
as fulfillment of our sexual fantasy; in other 
cities they are a symbol of our oppression, 
To the extent that glory holes fulfill the sex- 
ual fantasies of gay men we Must exercise 
restraint in these times of AIDS crisis.

his month, Mayor Dianne Feinstein 

will decide if San Francisco is to 

contract delivery of health care with 
the city’s nine private non-profit community 
clinics for the coming fiscal year. This is a 
significant issue for community health ac- 
tivists and the lesbian/gay community, as a 
contract would provide much needed 
revenues for the clinics in the form of a $4.8 
million reimbursement for services provid- 
ed to medically indigent adults (MIA’s)—low 
income persons without health insurance 
coverage. Affected would be such communi- 
ty clinics as Lyon-Martin, which specializes 
in primary health care for the lesbian 
community. 

The Medically Indigent Adult Program 
went into effect in 1983, taking thousands of 
people off Medical. When this happened, the 
community clinics were faced with two 
choices—turn away the MIA’s they had been 
serving for years to county facilities, or con- 
tinue to see them and absorb the cost. In 
keeping with their history and philosphical 
committment to community health, the 
Clinics continued to see their MIA patients 
through waived or lowered sliding scale fee 
systems. 

The burden of this committment to com- 
munity health has taken its toll at all the 
clinics. The multiple cutbacks in funds by the 
Federal and then state governments has forc- 
edthem to cut back their own staff, facilities 
and services in order to stay open. Since 
January 1983, two clinics have buckled 
under the financial stress and closed. The re- 
maining nine clinics are desperately seeking 
new sources of funds. 

An unreleased report by the Department 
of Public Health obtained by Coming Lp! 
documents that the community clinics ac- 
counted for 47% of the total 172,000 MIA 
visits for 1983, but because the definition of 
an MIA varies from the county to each of the 
clinies, at 18 “heheved. thar this: 15 an 
underestimate of the more realistic 50% +. 
When the data for 1984 is available, this 
percentage is expected to increase. Even 
with the cutback in services, Community 
clinics continue to respond to the growing 
demand proportionately more than the 
county facilities. 

While the burden has gotten heavier and

heavier for the community clinics to bear, 


Yhe DPH system has never adjusted itself to 


meet the demand. Given the choice of 
primary care offered by the community 
clinics in their own neighborhoods, people 
have consistently bypassed the county 
facilities. It is clear from even the DPH'’s 
report that the issue isn't a question of need 
and demand for services, it is a question of 
who serves the need and who is not funded 
for fulfilling the City and County's mandated 
responsibility for MIA care. 

If the city hasn't been serving the needs of 
MIA’s, the ultimate question is what has 
become of the funds? The answer lies in the 
Mayor’s growing surplus fund. The recent 
crisis over SFGH’s accreditation, and the 
continuing need for AIDS services are not in- 
dicators that these funds are being spent on 
anyone's health except for the health of San 
Francisco’s surplus fund. 

The key at this time is to unlock MIA funds 
and direct them to MIA care. According to 
Mike Pincus, Executive Director of the San 
Francisco Community Clinic Consortium, a 
MIA contract for the clinics would be the first 
step towards a long-awaited organized health 
plan for the City’s poor and medically in- 
digent adults. This plan would acknowledge 
the reality of health care needs experienced 
by San Francisco's diverse populations and 
could not tgnore 2or -exclude ‘the 
neighborhood-based clinics that best serve 
their local communities. 

Pincus reports that support for the Consor- 
tium’s proposal for MIA-contracted reim- 
bursement has gained considerable support 
from DPH Director Mervyn Silverman, 
members of the Department, and from the 
Supervisors since they were first approach- 
eda year ago. Kopp, Renne, and Maher re- 
main uncommitted. 

As Coming Up! goes to press, the Mayor's 
proposed budget which was released a week 
ago, does not include an MIA reimbursement 
contract with the community clinics. The 

first few weeks of June will be a critical time 
to lobby her support and encourage suppor- 
tive City officials. 


Hisorcey. lesbians and gay men have 
not been counted among the popula- 
tions that are identified as medically 
indigent—the poor, women, racial and 
ethnic minorities. Heterosexism has not been 
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Eric remained willing to engage more 
moderate people, to make connections 
wherever possible. He believed that revolu- 
tion comes more solidly through small 
changes. Many of the issues that attracted him 
reflected that conviction. 

And Eric was decidedly a man of convic- 
tions. A sexy, witty, gentle, temperamental 
and maddeningly blunt man of convictions. 
His friends, who were so essential to him; his 
lovers; the clients in his gay men’s therapy 
group, the people in the Radical Therapy col- 
lective in which Eric was such a strong and in- 
novative gay presence: most of us retained an 
attachment to him well beyond the original 
context of the relationship. 

Some of us formed a support group for Eric 
last June, immediately after he discovered he 


had AIDS. Tt ts a measure of Eric's diversity 
that each one of the group's thirteen members 
knew him at first in a unique situation, Some 
examples: |} met him ats #4 Natoma during a 
performance of 30s and °+#0s songs. Annic 
met him at Commie camp and later sang with 
him at rallies and in picket lines when they 
were in the Bay Area Labor Theater Chorus. 
Bill met him at Yale and thus knew him the 
longest and through mutual rites of passage. 
including coming out. Andrew met Eric in the 
Master of Social Work program at San Fran- 
cisco State University: Susan met him when 
she became his supervisor at the Community 
Training and Development Agency. where he 
did his field placement work. Amanda met 
Eric when they were both counselors at a 
Baker Place’s halfway house. Tom H. met Eric 
at the Stud. 

Soon after last Thanksgiving Day, Eric, who 
awready had contracted Kaposi's Sarcoma, was 
diagnosed with meningitis and stayed in the 
hospital until the second week of the new 
year. The hospital staff was somewhat in awe 
of the relentless number of visitors—many of 
them regular—to his second floor room. 
While there, Eric received a gift from a friend 
in Oregon who is a painter. Eric unwrapped 
the gift and saw that it was a book on Impres- 
sionist painting. He wept. ‘It’s so beautiful,” 
he exclaimed, and I knew the vastness of what 
he was describing. 

During Eric's time in the hospital he was 
often in severe pain. Even so, he tried to 
understand and control everything that was 
happening to him. Some of the nurses adored 


him for his feistiness; others resented him for 
it. When he was told of some complaints Eric 
responded: “It's my willfulness that's keeping 
me alive. 

As Eric became enraged at his rapid 
disintegration, so did we who had to watch 
the cruel sequence helplessly as he lost his ap- 
petite, his strength, his sight in one eye, his 
mobility. his sight in the other eve. 

Weak. blind, often disoriented about time 
and place. but never with to people, Eric 
never quite lost his sharp sense of humor and 
his love of music. One evening, when he sull 
had his eyesight. several of us were at Eric's 
house singing and playing music for him as he 
lay on his sofa. Late in the evening we began 
playing some Motown. Eric suddenly got up. 
that frail body (robust by contrast with what 
it would look like later) not quite able to carry 
itself, and danced with us. For the last time 

Quite characteristically, Eri¢ planned his 
own memorial service months in advance. *'! 
want it to have two elements,” he said, “anger 
and humor. Anger ‘cause this young kid died. 
and humor because I had a good life.” 

And so we'll remember Eric, with anger. 
with humor, and primarily with love. There 
will be a memorial service and celebration 1n 
the Starr King Room of the Unitarian Center 
at Geary and Franklin Streets, San Francisco. 
on Friday, June first at 7 pm. Afterward there 
will be food and music. Please join us.

Gay Games

branch of the U.S. Judicial System 
has once again ruled against the Gay 
Games and its director and principal 
founder, Dr. Tom Waddell. U.S. District 
Court Judge John P. Vukasin ruled on May 
24th that the United States Olympic Commit- 
tee (USOC) was justified in its claim for pay- 
ment of $96,000 from the sponsoring 
organization of the Gay Games, the San Fran- 
cisco Arts & Athletics, Inc. (SFAA) and Wad- 
dell. The USOC held that Waddell and the 
SFAA had deliberately and willfully infring- 
ed upon USOC's trademark on the word 
“Olympic. The claimant alleges that it spent 
over $96,000 in litigation to stop the Gay 
Games from using the trademark word. Wad 
dell and the SFAA declared through their at- 
torney, Mary Dunlap, that the decision 
against them would be appealed to the Ninth 
Circuit Coure 
lramicaily: the SOG motion aind 
Vukasin’s judgement occur at the same time 
that the U.S. government and the USOC are 
decrying the political nature of the Eastern 
bloc countries’ boycott of the 1984 Summer 
Olympic Games. Protests against the boycott 
ring hollow with hypocrisy considering the 
blatant political nature of the USOC suit. The 
goals of the Gay Games remain true. In the 
words of Waddell, stated ina May 17, 1984 


eliminating racism, ageism, sexism, and na- 
tionalism through the medium of athletic and 
cultural events must be pursued.” If the 
USOC ever held such ideals, that dav has cer- 
tainly come to an end. 

The Gay Games and the USOC have been

Silver told Coming Up/ ‘I think it’s 
totally outrageous that USOC has 
discriminated against the Gay Games, since 
the word “Olympic” is used by everyone 
from the mentally retarded associations to 
big media events. For them to then turn 
around and try to bankrupt the organizers 
with tremendous legal fees is Outrageous. 
Silver added, ‘I don't believe the USOC paid 
$100,000 in legal fees for their case; nor 
would they ever pay that much.” 
Vukasin s courtroom provided a revealing 


lesson in courtroom procedure. The judge 
entered the room about 45 minutes late and 
apologized for the delay. He noted that he 
was familiar with the case and believed that 
he understood the position of both the plain- 
tiff and the defendants very well. Vukasin 
then asked for further comment from the at- 
torneys. The attorneys for the USOC concur- 
red with the judge’s understanding of the 
case. Attorney Dunlap, however stated 
forcefully that Judge Peckham in the earlier 
case had decided that there was no will- 
ingness to deceive on the part of the Gay 
Games. She reiterated the defendants’ posi- 
tion that there was no willful or fraudulent 
use of the word “Olympic. * 

Several times during Dunlap’s presenta- 
tion, Judge Vukasin interrupted her with 
observations and warnings that her argument 
was not pertinent to the case. “You re argu- 
ing the merits of the case, you're not direc- 
ting vour remarks to the issue of attorney 
fees.’ Dunlap countered that indeed she 
was, that the plaintiff stated that there had 
been willful misuse of the trademark when, 
according to her, this had not been the case. 
At one point Vukasin observed, “You're 
arguing vour appeal to the Ninth Circuit.”’ 
During another interruption, he com 
mented, “You are capable of a better argu- 
ment than what you are now presenting. © 
Only through much persistence did Dunlap 
finish her statement 


When she concluded and sat down, Judge 
Vukuasin began to read his statement. It was 
clear that this statement had been prepared 
before the hearing had begun. Dunlap ex 
plained that this was, unfortunately, not too 
unusual. More than one Courtroom observer, 
however, expressed dismay that a decision 
had been made earlier. A copy of the defen 
dants’ papers submitted to the court reveal 
eda photcopy of a flyer advertising another 
Olympic event. This annouces the 
California Police Olympics. The flyer not on- 
Iv uses the trademark word, but the graphics 
shows a distortion of the five interlocking 
rings, the emblem of the Olympic Games. 
Two of the five rings are handcuffs, And 
Judge Vukasin saw this evidence, was in- 
formed that no action had been taken against 
the police association for its use of the 
trademarks, and vet he evidently saw no pre- 
judice on the part of the USOC. 

Judge Vukasin is a recent appointee of the 
Reagan administration.

One 
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Black Women’s 
Anti-Violence Project 


By Lydia Swann 


he Black Women’s Anti-Violence 

Project was begun in 1981 by a 

volunteer group of women concern- 
ed about the escalating violence targeting 
women and children in the black 
community 

Initially, our funding came from leftover 
monies from a Berkeley city fund to ap 
prehend a black rapist who committed ap 
proximately fifty rapes upon black women 
Since that ume our funding has come from 
the state of California through the Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning. Currently, we are 
working in conjunction with Bay Area 
Women Against Rape in maintaining a 2-4 
hour crisis line, presenting Child Abuse 
Prevention Protection (C.A.P.P.) workshops, 
and providing crisis counseling and police 
and hospital in-service trainings 

Our agency is the only organization of tts 
kind in the state of California. We were 
started by black women, for black women 
and children, to address the multiple issues 
of violence as they are manifested through 
rape, incestand domestic violence. Our ap 
proach is also unique in that all of the issues 
we address are done so from a wholistic, 
unified perspective. That is, unlike many of 
our Contemporaries, we do not fragment 
violence into various unrelated components. 
Rather, we work from the perspective that 
violence committed by men against women 
and children stems from a single source— 
white male patriarchal attitudes of 
dominance and property sanctioned by our 
society as the biological right of men. 

The traditional response of the black com 
munity to violence Committed against its 
most vulnerable members—women and 
children—has been of silence. There are 
many reasons for this, unfortunately, The 
most ObViOUS are: 

1. A sense of powerlessness that began 
when the slavemaster used black women 
sexually without fear of reproach. This 
power over and against women became a 
tool of terror and oppression that the com- 
munity has not forgotten. This tragic and 
painful memory is evident in the unwill- 
ingness of many black women to report rape, 
battery and incest to police because now, as 
then, the power structure remains white and 
racist. 

2. Internalized self-hatred resulting from 


suppressed anger. Suppressing anger Was a 
necessary Coping Mechanism that increased 
one’s chances for survival. Unfortunately, by 
the time emancipation had occurred, inter- 
nalized self-hatred had become a cvclical pat- 
tern passed on from generation to genera- 
tion, We need only to reflect upon our own 
experiences of racism encountered in the 
workplace and in society at large to under 
stand the ramifications of suppressed anger. 
And under the constant brutal and 
dehumanizing realities of slavery, one can 
imagine that the anger was tenfold 

4. Denial. Rape will not happen to me or 
toanvone close to me. It isan isolated Occur- 
rence that always happens to the other 
woman—the woman who is out late, the 
woman in the streets, the “fast” woman, the 
whore, i¢,. women who just happened to be 
in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

The hard and cold reality is that plain old 
ordinary women like you and me: mothers, 
daughters, nuns and camerawomen are all 
equally vulnerable to sexual assault. 

At the project, one of our primary objec 
tives is to increase awareness Of the ramifica- 
tions of violence through education. We do 
this by exposing and shattering the myths 
that have enthralled and convinced us that 
violence, especially rape, is a ‘shocking, but 
expected” vehicle of expression for men and 
the inescapable legacy of women. For exam- 
ple, we have been taught to expect that there 
will be some men who rape, some men who 
will be mass rapists. Because we grow up 
with this idea, this expectancy, rape takes on 
an air of ‘frightening normalcy’. It is 
something to be fear and take precautions 
against as opposed to demanding, through 
concerted action, its elimination.

WANDERGROUND 


By LYNN FONFA 


very year in June, thousands of lesbians 
join in ‘‘gay pride marches” in several 
major cities in this nation. For many les- 
bians, it is a pride mixed with strengths and 


uncertainties, great expectations and fears. It : 


is a time to publicly reassess the goals of the 
community and reflect upon what the last year 
has accomplished and what the next year may 
bring. 

How is it possible that a group of people, 
forced to hide its identity completely not a 
generation ago, now marches by the 
thousands? The answer lies in the common 
heritage we are affected by and yet, until 
recently, have known very little about. It is a 
herstory of both bitter disappointment and 
triumphant struggle. But it is one which we all 
must know. 
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The West Coast Lesbian Collections is a 
special archives where these stories can be 
found to help piece together the answers to the 
question of why and how our lives came to be 
this way. This column will not only introduce 
you to the Collections and the work we do, 
but to the excitement and richness of lesbian 
culture and herstory by recreating what it was 
really like, through stories and excerpts of let- 
ters and documents. 

But first, I want to retell the story and mean- 
ing of the Collections itself. And, after many 
hours of attempting to come up with an 
“opening line” (usually my forte), I decided to 
resort back to my reporting days and let you 
in on ‘‘just the facts, ma'am.” 

What: The West Coast Lesbian Collections, 
a non-profit, community archives, opened its

doors in the Fall of 1981. We're the only ar- 
chives on the West Coast specializing in the 
collection, preservation and presentation of 
our lesbian heritage. Challenging the notion 
that lesbianism is only a recent phenomenon, 
the Collections contains over ninety years of 
books, diaries, periodicals, sound recordings, 
photographs, art work, organizational papers 
and leaflets recording the herstory of lesbians 
and our communities. 


At the Collections are the stories you have - 


always wanted to know but did not know 
where to find. The WCLC is like a communi- 

ty scrapbook, revealing the personal treasures 
kept over the years by hundreds of women. 

These same books speak to our lives today,

tant to make the WCLC accessible to every 
community member, not just for women do- 
ing special research, but for all lesbians who 
want to know ‘“‘what it was like.’ The most 
critical drawback now is that our present loca- 
tion is not wheelchair accessible. Our goal for 
next year is to relocate into an accessible 
building as soon as funding makes it possible. 

When: Since 1981, the Collections has been 
open two days a week: every Wednesday, 
from 6 to 9 pm and Sunday from noon to 4 
pm. We're usually closed Sundays during a 
three-day weekend. 

How: The WCLC seeks to uncover lesbian 
herstory from every possible source, provide 
information for all lesbians, preserve materials 
with the utmost care in a safe environment, 
and record the ways in which lesbians have ef- 
fected social change. 

Our goal is to provide maximum accessibili- 
ty of the materials while protecting the privacy 
of any individual donor to whatever degree of 
confidentiality she may request. 

Although we in the project have worked 
together for several years to gather these 
special materials, it is the women in our com- 
munity to whom we owe our gratitude. There 
have been many women who have given their 
time or personal papers and photographs. This 
makes the WCLC what it is today and what it 
can be for us tomorrow. Many unknown 
treasures still are with members of the com- 
munity who we hope will visit the WCLC and 
be moved to make them available to the Col- 
lections and the community. 

Why: Perhaps the most important. The ar- 
chives exists so that every lesbian realizes that 
she is not alone. So that she knows that she can 
find herself in every generation. The record of 
all of our efforts of yesterday, today and tomor- 
row will forever be in an archives as a basis of 
our networking, education, research and 
political organizing. 

We need the West Coast Lesbian Collections 
as a resource center where the experiences of 
those who came before us can be appreciated 
and iemembered—a cultural heritage from 
which we take pride and strength, for 
ourselves and for the women who will some 
day join us. pi ina ell

While the National Coalition of Black 
Gays—which hosted the previous two 
conferences—has participated in the plan- 
ning of the third National Conference, 
several TW/PC Lesbian and Gay groups are 
co-sponsoring it.

In addition to continuing the original 
objective—which was for Black, Latin, 
Native American and Asian/Pacific lesbians 
and gays to convene and discuss issues rele- 
vant to our lives, such as confronting 
homophobia within TW/PC communities, 
racism within the lesbian/gay community, 
and job and housing discrimination— 
coordinator Billy S$. Jones says: **We are hop- 
ing to come away from this conference with 
an umbrella organization. A permanent en- 
tity. He was referring to an organization 
which would insure that three years do not 
precede the next TW/PC Lesbian and Gay 
Conference, as wellas a group which could 
provide resources and support services to 
TW/PC lesbians and gays. 

Grant funding has helped this objective. 
The Chicago Resource Center, the Funding 
Exchange, and the Third World Fund based 
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here in San Francisco have all contributed to 
the formation of a permanent entity of 
TW/PC lesbians and gays. Another major 
supporter has been the American Friends 
Service Committee (AFSC), providing a large 
amount of technical assistance. Unlike the 
organizers Of previous conferences. this 
vear’s coordinators have sought technical 
assistance from non-TW/PC groups: the Na- 
tional Gay Task Force, Coming Up! and 
Black and White Men Together have all been 
instrumental in preparing for this National 
Conference. 


ae year's theme is “Claiming Our Iden- 
tities. Besides the oppression we, as 
TW/PC lesbians and gays. experience within 
and bevond the lesbian/gay community. 
there are barriers which exclude us from 
each -orier Class. aiee, and sender, tor ex 
ample, ate prime contenders. Airing Our 
differences—and. hopefully, beginning to 
understand them—as Well as affirming our 
similarities. will undoubtedly be one of the 
tasks of this Conference. Along the same 
lines, an important area of discussion will be 
how to dissolve the barriers that separate 
one Third World culture from another, the 
Latin from the Black, the Asian American 
from the Native -AMerican.. Cte: «2h fUpic 
which necessarily involves an analysis of 
language barriers, the role of media, and dif- 
ferent cultural/ethnic perceptions. 

The first day of the Conference, which ts 
being coordinated by Edward Morales, 
Ph.D... will center around health issues. 
While AIDS and sexually transmitted 
diseases will assume a large part of that 
discussion, there will also be workshops on 
womens’ health concerns, hypertension, 
substance abuse, and alternative approaches 
to western medicine. (Health screening and 
testing will also be available throughout the 
three-day Conference at various Bay Area 
Clinics.) 

The second and third days of the Con- 
ference, coordinated by Billy S$. Jones, will 
focus on organizing beyond health isstes. 
Scheduled speakers include Beth Birth, a 
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Native American Lesbian activist. journalist 
and -coalition, builder trom Detroit: 
Michiean: James, Tinney PRD. Blick 
American Gay activist. professor, and 
coalition-builder from Washington, D.C.:

The Russians Aren’t Coming 


HE BAD GUYS ARE at it again. The 

Russians are boycotting the Los 

Angcles Olympics and will probably 
take another 25 nations with them. 

The 198+ Olympic Games are a mess, but 
who really are the bad guys? 

The problem is not terribly complex in 
spite of the flurry of issues that have arisen 
around the boycott; however, EVERYONE 
seems to have some bone of contention. 
Charges as well as countercharges have 
made a murky hot soup: everyone ts taking 
a bath 

The least-or the issues Seem: 16- Be: the 
athletes and amateurism, which dominated 
the debates in previous Olympics. Now the 
issues center around regional and political 
advantage and MONEY. Itappears that the 
Olympic impasse is amere reflection of the 
tensions that exist between the two super 
powers and their political ideologies. So 
much for Baron de Coubertin’s world unt- 
ty through sport.” Asa matter of fact, the 
current embroglio is a logical extension of 
the Baron’s motivation for the Olympic 
Games. In the 169025. heswas deeply con: 
cerned about flagging French nationalism 
and his dream was to provide a format for 
the expression of national pride through the 
medium of sport based on the original Greek 
Olympic Games. He succeeded admirably. 

Now we have a situation in Los Angeles 
where everyone loses. What are some of the 
issues? 

Our government, which has no jurisdic- 
tion over the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee (tee-hee), is once again, as in 1980, 
speaking as an authority on international 
sport. The Games are clearly not their arena, 
but Reagan could not keep silent on the 
issues. 

The United States Olympic Committee, 
which is purportedly apolitical, is again

speaking as an authority on the political 
ramifications. 

There is the memory of 1980 when, as a 
result of the invasion of Afghanistan, Prest- 
dent Carter demanded a boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics, an act of moral indigna- 
tion which did not consider the future of the 
Games, the meaning of the event, or the 
thousands of people who trained for it. 
Carter even called upon our allies to support 
his move. F. Don Miller (remember that 
name), executive director of the USOC, 
quickly capitulated to Carter's request, 
though he was not compelled to do so for 
any legal reasons. He essentially made a 
political decision and threw the Games in- 
to the political arena. Yet Miller recently 
called the Soviet boycott ‘a blatant political 
decision.” Pretzel logic. 

“The “commercial” Olympics, as it has 
been dubbed, has surrounded itself with 
controversy from the start. The Los Angeles 
Organizing Committee has attempted to 
underwrite the Games through its marketing 
techniques, thereby avoiding the necessity 
of spending taxpayer money to cover the 
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cost. The L.A. Committee has astounded the 
financial world with its success and may 
even have invented some new ways of bilk- 
ing the public for funds. No wonder the sag- 
ging professional baseball leagues want to 


hite” Pater: Veberrout 2s their west 
commissioner, 

But the taxpaver is being hit, particularly 
in the State of California, Public facilities are 
being donated. public transportation ts be- 
ing expanded. roads are being improved and 
built, all at taxpavers’ expense. [have just 
seen the 1984 “official” California Olympic 
license plates. 

Onthe iationilevel, the PBI, C1A. state 
and local security agencies have been cx- 
tremely active and beefing up for a myriad 
of potential real and imagined threats. The 
LAOC is not paying for that 

On the international level, the Olympic 
flame ignited in ancient Olympia was flown 
to New York by aU.S. Government jet and 
will make its way to Los Angeles by runner 
at $3,000 a mile, sponsored by whomever 
is willing to pay. The Greeks are furious, and 
even middle America was shocked when the 
Southern California Hell's Angels bought 
one of the miles. 

We have been inundated with “official: 
Olympic products to the point where such 
a distinction is now not only meaningless. 
itcould even be a liability. Twinkies are one 
of the official junk foods for the Olympics. 
One conjures up an image of thousands of 
spectators suddenly becoming half-crazed 
assassins (well, the courts say it’s possible). 

If the crowds visiting the Games can 
tolerate the assault on their lungs from 
smog. the expected crunch of clogged 
freeways and gouging prices for room and 
board, they still will have to face 10 unions 
who are planning to picket various locations 
during the Olympics as employers continue 
their attempts to weaken and destroy union 
contracts, 

Back to the Soviets fora moment. Their 
chief concern has been over the freedom en- 
joved by a number of anti-Soviet groups to 
begin highly publicized efforts to encourage 
Soviet athletes to defect. One of the big sell- 
ing items fora particularly rabid group is a 
button which says “KILL A RUSSIAN.” Who 
wants to face that kind of harassment, even 
if the other country has an ideology we can- 
not tolerate. 

The response by some of the sports 
writers has added confusion and increased 
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the hostility. The Chronicle's Glen Dickey. 
who supposedly represents the sports 
establishment, exhibits once again the in- 
telligence of a pet rock (remember: he’s the 
one who said sports in San Francisco are so 
bad because of the high homosexual popula 

tion). He does a real hatchet job on the 
athletes who are the innocent bystanders 

He says, “Phe athletes? Pm constantly amaz 

ed at the concern people exhibit for them, 
dwelling on how hard they have trained tor 
the Olympics. the connotation being that 
the rest of us have been sitting in the sun, 
eating bon-bons. ” He continues (probably 
eating Twinkies). “In fact, athletes are a 
privileged class and our concern for them 
underscores that fact. With or without the 
Olympics. they travel around the world to 
compete in their sports, and they are treated 
with deference.’ Poor Glen, if it's not a 
Twinkie stuck in his mouth, then it’s his 
foot. Doesn't he know that sports is one of 
the avenues of upward mobility for blacks 
and other oppressed minorities? 

The 1968 Mexico City Olympic Games 
were the first “trouble” Olympics. Racial 
tensions in the United States led to the now- 
infamous black glove salute by Tommy 
Smith and John Carlos. Only a handful of 
people knew at the time that justa few days 
earlier some 300 students protesting the ex- 
orbitant cost of the Games were massacred 
by government troops. 

In 1972 at the Munich Games, terrorists 
murdered most of the Israeli team right in 
the Olympic Village. 

The 1976 Olympics in Montreal saw an 
Olympic Village turned into a fortress with 
three perimeters of security. 25 nations 
boycotted that year over racial issues. 

Back in 1968 I competed for the United 
States in Mexico City. As I was about to enter 
the stadium for the second day of the 
decathlon competition, a hand grabbed my 
shoulder and a voice said, “Waddell, you are 
under arrest to face a court martial.’ I turn- 
ed around to face F. Don Miller who was at 
the time a Colonel in the army and a rising 
star in the United States Olympic Commit- 
tee’s ranks. I pulled away and ran out on the 
field, putting him out of my mind. The court 
martial never occurred, and I later learned 
that Miller was accusing me of making 
political statements about the Olympic 
Games.

G & L Press Convention

he newly re-named Gay and Lesbian 

Press Association convened its 4th 

annual meeting in L.A. over the 
Memorial Day weekend to honor outstan- 
ding achievement among their membership. 
During the 2nd Annual Awards Banquet, the 
Association presented several prizes to San 
Francisco press and politicians, but The 
Washington Blade swept the ceremonies, 
taking top honors in 5 of 22 categories. True 
to form, San Francisco brought its most re- 
cent controversy to the fore both at the ban- 
quet and at a luncheon address the next day 
when Chronicle columnist Warren Hinckle 
blasted fellow journalist Randy Shilts for his 
homophobic intentions in covering the 
bathhouse issue. 


The GyinPws, mounted sat expansive | 


Hollywood-style program for the Awards 
Banquet. Twenty-two categories for outstan- 
ding achievement focused on the collective 
efforts of local newspapers and magazines as 
well as the work of individual reporters, 
photographers, and graphic artists. The 
Washington Blade garnered top awards for 
national news reporting, local news repor- 
ting, editorial writing, lesbian coverage and 
illustration (shared with 2 other entries). In 
addition, Blade editor Lisa Keene received 
acknowledgement for her contribution to 
the paper. Blade publisher Don Michaels 
observed ‘‘These awards are very important 
to the staffs of local newspapers.” 

But the work of San Franciscans did not go 
without recognition. Outstanding Achieve- 
ment Awards went to Mick Hicks for Photo- 
journalism and to Allan Berube for Human 
Interst and Interview Features. Both have 
done work for Coming Up! Michael Helquist 
was a runner-up in the category of Human In- 
terest and Interview Features for his AIDS 
coverage in Coming Up!, Dion Saunders, 
writing for the B.A.R. was a runner-up for 
Ongoing Coverage of a Non-Medical Issue. 
State legislators Art Agnos, who gave an elo- 
quent and urgent speech in defense of gay 
rights, and Willie Brown were given 
Humanitarian Commendations for their sup- 
port of AB-1. Randy Shilts won the top award 
for an individual in National News Reporting 
with an article in the New York Native about 
the federal government’s lying and delaying 
of funding for AIDS research. Shilts com- 
mented on receiving his award, ‘‘the role of 
the press is to be honst at a time when 
political leaders are ready to lie to us and at 
a time when gay people are ready to lie to 
themselves.’ This prompted Warren Hin- 
ckle, who later in the evening accepted a 
Humanitarian Commendation, to state, “lam 
ashamed of the kind of homophobic 
coverage the Chronicle is giving the 
bathhouse issue under the name of Randy 
Shilts. The gay press should be going 
bananas.’ (see sidebar) 

Pat Norman, coordinator of lesbian/gay 
services for the S.F. Department of Public 
Health and a candidate for the Board of 
Supervisors, talked about the lack of minort- 
ty representation in the establishment gay 
press and the emergence of an alternative 
press within the community. She claimed,

‘The press has a responsibility to see that we 
have a complete and accurate view of 
ourselves and of the issues which we face as 
a community.” 

Workshops at the convention covered a 
wide variety of concerns including the in- 
volvement of women, tokenism and the 
coverage of minority issues, use of the 
Gabe Psd, Wire Service and: business 
management. 

Writers, editors, and publishers convened 
a special workshop to consider their respec- 
tive rights and needs, which are frequently 
in conflict. Henry McClurg, publisher of The 
Montrose Voice (Houston) and papers in 
Dallas and San Antonio, observed that “‘a lot 
of publishers want vour article and they'll 
take it even if they sometimes can't afford it.” 


“McClurg—as well as Philadelphia's Gay 


New’s publisher Mark Segal—explained that 
advertising rates are lower for the gay press 
than for the nongay press. McClurg stated, 
‘Most gay papers have ads from bar owners, 
and we've somehow accepted these lower 
advertising rates.”’ 

Syndicated writer Sharon McDonald 
presented a writer's perspective. ““My rela- 
tionship with the gay press has become a 
love-hate relationship,’ she observed. ‘‘I feel 
loyalty for the goals and dreams of the gay 
press, but I'm frustrated by the treatment and 
low payment I sometimes receive.”’ Frank 
Browning, a founding member of the National 
Writers’ Union, stated the case more strongly, 
“Writers are the closest thing we have to 
middle-class indentured servitude.’ There 
was no lack of complaints from writers about 
low to non-existent payments for their 
work. The prevailing attitude seemed to be 
one of understanding the financial limita- 
tions which many publishers face while also 
asserting their rights as professionals. Mark 
Thompson, cultural editor for The Advocate, 
suggested that it was time for the lesbian and 
gay press to step beyond the limitations of 
only gay interests. ‘We have such tunnel vi- 
sion, “remarked Thompson, “Our 
néwspapers should be as varied and exten- 
sive as are Our lives.’ 

At the Association’s business meeting, the 
membership voted 41 to 3 to add the word 
“‘Jesbian’”’ to the official name, becoming the 
Gay and Lesbian Press Association. A deci- 
sion was postponed until next year on 
whether to add the word ‘International’ 
because of a procedural technicality. The 
G.L.P.A. elected Susan Cavin, editor of the 
Big Apple Dyke News (B.A.D. News), as its 
new President for 1984-1985. Cavin is the 
first lesbian to be elected to the position, 

Onthe final day of the convention, several 
speakers addressed a press conference on 
such issues as government discrimination, 
tokenism within the press and the communi- 
ty, ‘the role of parents: in ending 
homophobia, outreach by religious gays to 
nongay churches, legal challenges for the 
movement, and the political future in 
Washington. Each speaker congratulated the 
press on their growth and development and 
encouraged ever wider and professional 
coverage.

The image of the move- 
ment was sex, and when we demanded to be in- 
cluded we were ignored and told that we were be- 
ing selfish and very divisive, As issues Of racism, 
classism and sexism were brought up, we were 
told those matters were not relevant, and that 
paying attention to those problems took time and 
energy away from the real issues of the gay 
movement... 

Fortunately, in the last five years an alter- 
native press has been developing, partly in 
response to the protests I've mentioned. That 
Dress has altered images of our community from 
one of funand games to a power and issues im 
age...

[think Lam equally critical of both the gay and 
straight press in-matters of gay reporting.

As far as the straight press goes In San Francisco, 
| made reference in my speech last night to my col- 
league at the Chronicle, Randy Shilts, whom I do 
not see today. Randy does not speak for the 
Chronicle on gay issues. | am professionally 
ashamed of the Chronicle for the coverage tt has 
allowed on the bathhouse issue under Randy 
Shilts' name. 1 think it is outrageously unprofes- 
stonal, biased, and stacked reporting. I find ttan 
inducement to homophobia and an outrage as to 
the fact that false neu's is printed in the Chroni- 
cle and is never corrected. For example, the news 
went around the country that 50 leaders tn the 
S.F. lesbian and gay community got together, 
signed a statement, and wanted the bathhouses 
shut down. That was printed in the Chronicle, 
that was absolute bullshit! It was never corrected: 
it was printed as fact... , 

I personally think itis a fundamental outrage 
upon all the gains that have been won in San 
Francisco for the gay community, that the state— 
in this case the city—hbas been asked to enter 
into—for any reason, under any guise—the area 
of human sexuality. But 1am most concerned and 
upset about our newspaper's reporting because 
[know there is a great division of opinion tn the 
gay community as to whether the bathhouses 
should be open, shut, there in the first place, burnt 
down, etc..

My Daughter Wears Dresses 


vy daughter loves dresses. Skirts 
and dresses—the frillier, the 
better. “Pants are yecchy, Mama” 
she tells me. And, when I tell her 1 don't 
agree, she says, ‘Well, [don't believe you.” 

Now, this is creating a strange dilemma in 
my life. The basic question is, what is a 
feminist parent? The two sides of the conver- 
sation go something like this: 

As a feminist mother, I should explain to 
her that she can’t play as freely or as well in 
a dress, that a dress isn’t appropriate for 
school, that she doesn’t have to do what the 
other kids do, that pants are really the best 
then force her to .wear them or: 

Asa feminist mother, I should respect her 
integrity and ultimate authority over her life 
and allow her to make choices for herself, to 
learn for herself that her knees don’t get 
scraped in pants, but do in dresses. The most 
important thing is to listen to her and validate 
her experience (barring considerations of 
weather) even though I don’t agree. 

This leaves out completely the sticky issue 
of power struggles (she likes to fight about 
clothes) and control (we both want it.) 

I didn't really realize how hard I was go- 
ing to have to think, and so early! There's 
also my feeling that, when she wears her 
dresses and I go to lesbian events, I'm 
paranoid that other lesbians believe its my 
choice to dress her that way and I feel so ver): 
PI. Certainly, many think I sbou/d control 
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her attire. Why dol ‘let’ her dress that way? 

Well, should [control what she wears? Ra- 
tionally, I've decided that I shouldn't. I tell 
her what I think, how I feel, but it’s clear to 
me that I feel better about our interchange 
when I give her the ultimate choice. I may 
often give her two things to choose from—I 
don’t perceive that she’s quite ready for in- 
finite opportunity—but it does seem that, 
since dresses are not generally going to 
destroy her health or well-being, I have no 
real good reason for laying down the law. 

Of course, I have at times gotten subver- 
sive about it. Dressing her when she's 
asleep...telling mv lesbian friends to stop 
buying her those ruffly dresses...buying her 
shorts that /oog like skirts. What do those 
dresses bring up in me? What threatens me 
about them? Why do I have such an invest- 
ment (she doesn 't—it's a piece of clothing to 
her) in what she wears? 

I loved dresses when I was a child—loved 
to see other little girls in them, loved the ones 
my grandmother made for me, never felt too 
attached to pants. Do I see a disowned part 
of myself in her? A part I think might threaten 
my identity? Have I become rigid and inflex- 
ible, unable to separate what culture tells us 
about clothes and what they really are (pieces 
of cloth)? That's probably part of it. And part 
of me is frightened by the thought that she 
will be different than I am—perhaps very dif- 
ferent. She wants to be different—that’'s how 
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she knows whe's separate right now. 

I've been working at atemporary job and 
have to wear skirts every day. Caitlin said, the 
second morning, ‘I don’t like it when you 
get fancy all the time.’ Thad stolen her point 
of conflict, her chance to be an individual. 

Yet, early in the morning, when we re 
struggling to get her dressed for school, I still 
meet my own resistance. “Caitlin, don't you 
want to wear these wonderful pants? You 
look so cute in them.” (AS if that’s a good 
reason to wear something!) *°O.K. Caitlin, if 
you wear the skirt today, you have to wear 
the overalls tomorrow. | 

Somehow I feel that, if am commited to 
mothering as a feminist, I have to learn to let 
her determine her own life. And if I don't 
start now, it will be hopeless when she's 
grown. 

But how do we help our children to wade 
through the muddy water of sex-role 
stereotyping? | know my analysis of the 
world has very little impact on the little girl 
who wants the other kids to like her, who 
wants to be accepted. And, while | hope and 
believe that my strong faith in her will help 
her to form her own opinions, live her own 
life, | can’t ultimately force her (nor would 
I want to) to live life a “feminist, (however 
| define that). In fact, her knowing that she’s 
different from other kids seems somehow to 
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invest her even more definitely in fitting in. 

At times, | wonder why I struggle so hard 
with these issues, since in the flash ofan eye, 
it will no longer be mine to choose. The thing 
is. when she really owns her own life, I still 
want to be close to her, to be someone she 
respects and listens to. So, in the final 
analysis, | often come back to the fact that the 
best way to get both her respect and teach 
her the lessons of feminism is to give her 
herself—whether I approve or not, whether 
1 like what she chooses or not, whether or 
not I understand. And that,tells me 
something about where my feminism is go- 
ing too. What I want to do is struggle for a 
world where free choice will really exist. Un- 
til then I can only encourage whatever 
freedom comes, in however unexpected a 
form.

Research Continues on HTLV-3 


he media spotlight on HTLEV-3, the 

new retrovirus and probable cause 

of AIDS, has dimmed somewhat 
since the round of news conferences in late 
April. Interest in the discovery of an AIDS 
agent remains high, however, in scientific 
circles and among the high-risk populations. 
Dr. Robert Gallo and his colleagues at the 
National Cancer Institute (NCI) published 
the results from four research studies in the 
May -+#tth issue of Science magazine. 

Gallo and associates at NCI first describ- 
ed the HTLV family (Human T-Cell 
Leukemia Virus) of retroviruses in 1980. 
Retrovirus infections are known to cause 
leukemia lymphomas (a form of cancer) and 
solid tumors in animals. The infections can 
also lead to T-cell malignancies in humans. 
The T-cells are a vital element of the normal 
functioning of the human immune system. 

The current efforts by the American 
researchers follow their isolation of variants 
within the HTLV family: HTLV-1 and 
HTLV-2, as reported in May of 1983, also in 
Science. It has become a point of interna- 
tional contention whether adequate atten- 
tion was granted to the concurrent 
discovery by French scientists of Lym- 
phadenopathy Associated Virus (LAV), so 
named because it was found in samples 
taken from patients with lymphadenopathy 
(swollen lymph glands), an AIDS-related 
condition, The French also published their 
results in the same May, 1983 
SCleNCE: 

Now, nearly a full year later, Gallo has 
presented what he considers near- 
conclusive evidence that his new isolate, 
HTLY=3.. as the cause -of -AIDS. He. has 
acknowledged that his “discovery” may 
prove to be the same virus as that identified 
avear ago by the French, A great many scien- 
tists believe that to be the case. 

The major research contribution reported 
in the Scfence articles is a discovery by a 
research team at NCI, headed by Dr. Mikulas 
Popovic and including Dr. Robert Gallo, 
that developed a mass production process 
of HTLNV-3, allowing fora full study of the 
virus. The work of Popovic’s team “opens 
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the way to the routine detection of HTLV-3 
and related cytopathic (killing) variants of 
HTLV in patients with AIDS or pre-AIDS and 
in healthy carriers, and it provides large 
amounts of virus for detailed molecular and 
immunological analyses.’ 

The other three papers published in 
Science provide further evidence about the 


distinct role of HTLV-3 in the incidence of 


AIDS. In the second published study, Gallo 
and his colleagues report the isolation of the 
HTLV-3 agent from +8 subjects, which in- 
cluded 18 of 21 patients with pre-AIDS, 3 of 
4 clinically normal mothers of juveniles with 
AIDS, 26 of 72 adult and juvenile patients 
with AIDS, and one of 22 normal gay male 
subjects. However, no HTLV-3 has been 
detected in any of the 115 normal heterosex- 
ual subjects. Gallo observes that “the 
number of HTLV-3 isolates reported here 
underestimates the true prevalence of the 
virus since many specimens were received 
in unsatisfactory condition. Other data 
show that serum samples from a high pro- 
portion of AIDS patients contain antibodies 
to HTLYV-3, 

Gallo also reports that the immunological, 
morphological (structural) and biological 
characteristics of HTLV-3 indicate that it is 
distinct from his previous discovery of the 
HTLV-1 and HTLV-2 isolates. This distinc- 
tion is further indicated by studies con- 
ducted by Dr. Jorg Schupbach and reported 
in the third HTLV-3 paper printed in Science. 

The fourth and final paper, submitted by 
Dr. M.G. Sarngadhavan, etal, considers the 
similarity between Feline Leukemia Virus 
(FeLV) and the HTLV variants. In cats FeLV 
can cause a loss of normal immune function 
and leukemia. The authors note, however, 
“More FeLV-infected cats die from conse- 
quences of this immune dysfunction than 
from leukemia itself.”” Many patients with 
AIDS also die from similar results of severe- 
ly damaged immune systems. 

The report further reveals that patients 
AIDS have developed antibodies as an at- 
tempted defense against antigens (proteins) 
of HTLV-3. Such antibodies were found in 
serum samples from 88% of patients with 
AIDS and from 79% of gay men “with signs 
and symptoms that frequently precede 
AIDS.) However, “such antibodies ap- 


peared in less than 1% of the 186 heterosex-

ual control subjects.” The researchers con- 
clude that the major immune system 
response appears to be directed against the 
antigen of HTLYV-3. 


Perspective on Gallo 


ommentaries on the discoveries of Dr. 
Robert Gallo have mostly acknowledg- 


ed the breakthrough efforts of Gallo and his . 


colleagues, while questioning the timetable 
offered by the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services for an AIDS blood screen- 
ing test (6 months) and an AIDS vaccine (2 
years). 

Dr. Roger Enlow, director of New York 
City's Office of Gay and Lesbian Health Con- 
cerns and a respected gay health activist, 
suggests that the current American research 
efforts deserve ‘immediate and relentless 
scrutiny.”' In a letter to the New York Native 
newspaper (May 7, 1984), Enlow observes 
that Gallo has been able to grow HTLYV-3 
from as many as 50 different specimens and 
that the French-discovered retrovirus, LAV, 
has been known to the scientific communi- 
ty for a full year. Enlow states, “It ts in- 
conceivable to me that Dr. Gallo and his co- 
workers have been to date unable to con- 
sider LAV at least as fully as his other isolates. 
LAV has been available to him repeatedly 
and must have been placed into culture with 
his innovative cell line from which he so 
readily grows these others.” 

Enlow’s contention is that much time— 
and ultimately, many lives—could have 
been saved if the American researchers had 
more readily collaborated with the French 
scientists. If Gallo had worked with LAV, as 
Enlow assumes he had, and had reported 
that research in a timely manner, news 
reports of the discovery of the cause of AIDS 
might have surfaced several months earlier. 

The conclusion drawn by Enlow is a dam- 
ning indictment of those to whom it may 
apply: “Withholding or obscuring of such 
information is reprehensible behavior of the 
gravest sort. Such cannot be tolerated one 
moment by a civilized society; it thwarts the 
pursuit of truly meaningful scientific col- 
laboration and pursuit.”’ 


Lymphadenopathy Syndrome: 
An Endpoint or a Prodrome? 


C ertainly the total picture of gay men’s 
health has undergone tremendous 
change during the last few years. Since the 
first reported cases of AIDS in mid-1981, gay 
men and their physicians have had to 
become familiar with many new diseases. 

Local AIDS researcher and physician Don 


Abrams has become a national expert on one 
of the new disease syndromes in particular. 
the lymphadenopathy syndrome. Lymph 
glands, located throughout the body, fre- 
quently become swollen with sore throats 
and other relatively minor viral infections. 
Until five years ago, most Cases of diffuse 
lymphadenopathy in gay men resulted from 
secondary syphilis or infection from 
cytomegalovirus, Epstein-Barr virus, or 
hepatitis. The adenopathy, or swelling, 
would usually respond to therapy given for 
the underlying infection. But since 1979, ac- 
cording to reports from the Centers for 
Disease Control, many gay men have ex- 
hibited persistent diffuse lymphadenopathy 
without evidence of an underlying infec- 
tion. When physicians investigated samples 
of nodes obtained through biopsies. they 

were usually benign. 

It is this newer condition, the lym- 
phadenopathy syndrome, that Abrams has 
studied since 1981. This month, Annals of 
Internal Medicine published the results of 
the first year of his study, from November, 
1981 to November, 1982. Abrams, who is 
also Assistant Director of the AIDS Outpa- 
tient Clinic at San Francisco General 
Hospital, discussed with Coming Up! his 
findings since that time as well. 

Abrams first agreed that a great number of 
other researchers have been, in effect, 
denied access to his work due to the 
publishing schedule of Annals of Internal 
Medicine, which didn’t accept the paper un- 
til almost a year after it was submitted, then 
published it seven months later. By com- 
parison, the Robert Gallo HTLV-3 papers on- 
ly had atwo to three week lag time between 
submission and acceptance, and a two 
month delay before publication in the week- 
ly Science. 

Abrams explains that one of the problems 
in discussing the lymphadenopathy syn- 
drome is the lack of a standard and 
universally-accepted definition of the con- 
dition. Standards for patient selection vary 
from one study to another, making com- 
parisons difficult. The Abrams study of 200 
gay men includes only those with a history 
of lymphadenopathy of greater than six 
months’ duration, with adenopathy present 
in two or more sites outside the groin 
region, and with nodes at least | cm. in 
diameter. Patients were excluded if they had 
KS or pneumocystis carinii pneumonia, if 
they had other illnesses known to cause dif- 
fuse lymphadenopathy, or if they took 
prescribed medications that might cause 
lymph node enlargement. 

The purpose of Abrams’ ongoing study is

In the early morning hours of Sunday. 
October 11, 1981, fire swept through the 
church at 2299 Market St., completely 
destroying the interior of the historic 
building, requiring that it be razed. 
Severe as this shock was to the mernbers 
and friends of Trinity, the fire did not 
spell the end of the congregation, rather, 
it has brought them closer together dur- 
ing the intervening 2! years. Thanks to 
the congregation of the St. Francis 
Lutheran Church at 152 Church St.. 
Trinity's membership was offered the 
use of the former Finnish Lutheran 
church building at 48 Belcher Street un- 
til Trinity could rebuild at its former site 


on Market St. 


Throughout all of the upheaval Trini 
ty has remained in the business of being 
a church, serving the community from 
its temporary location. In addition to 
regular weekly services, the church spon- 
sors a Senior Center which is meeting 
temporarily at the First Baptist Church, 
Market at Octavia Sts., on Fridays trom 
10:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. Trinity's statt 
also offers counselling services to anyone 


in the Community. 


Trinity's regular activiues include 
Sunday worship and Bible study as well 
as Wednesday evening fellowship. 
Evervone is invited to attend these 


activities. 
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The new building being planned will 
include. in addition to the church, eight 
condominiums as well as retail and/or of- 
tice space. The church will occupy the 
entire second floor with a 3-story-high 
sanctuary seating 200. The Holtkamp 
pipe organ. which has already been pur- 
chased from U.C. Berkeley, will be mov- 
ed from Trinity's temporary location

De: Street Baptist Church consists of 
gays and lesbians, marrieds and singles. 
We welcome our entire community and invite 
all to come and worship with us. We are a group 
of people who care about people as Jesus did, 
and are seeking to build a community where 
people can be free to grow in both spiritual and 
social dimensions. In the midst of a diverse and 
changing neighborhood, we are working to 
make all feel accepted as God’s heirs through 
faith in Christ. 

We are affiliated with the Southern Bapust 
Convention, a collection of locally autonomous 
congregations. Each church sets its own policies 
concerning membership. Dolores Street does 
not set membership standards according to sex, 
race, national origin, or’ sexual orientation. 
Each member is considered to be a minister. 

Dolores Street is organized after the model of 
the Church of the Savior in Washington, D.C. 
Cluster groups form as people try to find ways 
to express their talents in local ministry. The 
church is continually adapting to the changing 
needs of the community. 

The church works on many non-traditional 
projects as it tries to meet the needs of the com- 
munity. There are groups concerned with 
peacemaking, housing advocacy, refugee needs, 
mental health, spiritual growth, and the care of 
those in the church. Other groups are encourag- 
ed to find areas that will be an expression of their 
personal growth. 

One of Dolores Street's unique gifts 1s that of 
seeking to work outa Christian ministry in our 
setting without being tied to the past. Those 
from other denominations often feel comfortable 
with our worship experience. Our goal is to be 
a community of Christ in San Francisco. 

One of the crucial issues of the modern day 
is that of nuclear proliferation. Dolores Street 
has not hesitated to take a stand on this con- 
troversial issue. We have used the building as 
a meeting place for groups seeking ways to stop 
the arms race. Several of the non-violence train- 
ing sessions have met at the church. We have 
not been quiet on this moral issue. On occasion 
some of our members have been willing to go 
to jail to protest the nuclear threat. 

Another aspect of the church's role in 
peacemaking has been a concern for the civil 
rights of people in Central America. For the past 
two years we have provided a shelter for refugees 
who arrive here during the rainy winter months. 
The church has worked closely with other 
groups concerned with political refugees. 

Part of the church's involvement in the com- 
munity has led to the tormation of a corporation, 
Dolores Housing, that seeks to tind new ways 
to keep low-rent housing available in San Fran- 
cisco. We have been working on a means of buv-

ing a local hotel and bringing it up to code. 

One unique ministry of Dolores Street is In 
mental health. In cooperation with the city’s 
mental health department, we run a socializa- 
tion program for people with mental and emo- 
tional problems. San Francisco has many peo- 
ple with mental problems. We provide a night 
out for people who are living in board-and-care 
homes. We are hoping to expand this program, 
since it is meeting a special need in our 
community. 

San Francisco also has many senior citizens. 
To reach this segment of the population we have 
a Senior Center that meets on Tuesdays. We 
have crafts work and serve a good meal. City 
College helps us provide this service. 

One need we try to meet involves taking care 
of ourselves. San Francisco is a city of single peo- 
ple, and we are reflection of that. Because of the 
unique needs of singles we try to provide a sup- 
porting community. We have one group, 
Pastoral Care, that endeavors to keep each 
member in touch with what is happening to the 
church as a whole. One reason people are lone- 
lv is because they lack either a relationship of 
community, or one of intimacy. We seek to keep 
a community relationship alive for all. This ts 
one of the most valuable services a church can 
offer in the big city. 

How does Dolores Street Baptist Church 
operate? Our worship service 1s at 10 A.M. on 
Sunday mornings. After worship, we have 
Christian Education (anyone else would call it 
Sunday School) at 11:30. During the rest of the

‘Unity & More in °84."" [tis also the third birth- 
dav of The Parsonage itself. 

The Parsonage is a chartered organization of the 
Episcopal Diocese of California, a unique outreach 
and creative venture in church ministry. The Par- 
sonage Community 1s a family of lesbian, gay and 
straight persons, Episcopalian and otherwise, who 
have a passionate commitment. That commitment 
is dedicated to carry on the work of reconciling sex- 
uality and spirituality, reconciling traditional 
church teaching with homosexuality, as a par- 
ticular focus and concern. 

The Parsonage promotes the understanding and 
belief that gay and lesbian persons as Christians 
have much to share with the Christian church as 
a whole, in addition to the work of building a strong 
sense of Christian community and family right 
within the Castro. The Parsonage has been very 
fortunate to have the creative vision and nurtur- 
ing support of the Episcopal Bishop Wiliam Swing 
in San Francisco since its founding in °81. Two 
Episcopal priests of the Diocese of California, Ber- 
nard Maves and John Williams, were the *‘foun- 
ding fathers.” 

The Parsonage, since its beginnings in 1981, has 
depended totally on the contributed efforts of 
volunteers to develop and operate a wide spectrum 
of activities. Some of the volunteers have par- 
ticipated in a program of training for work at The 
Parsonage and have been officially commission- 
ed by Bishop Swing as **Parsons.’’ The most re- 
cent commissioning took place at Grace Cathedral 
on Mav 8 this vear. 


The Parsonage building itself is in the heart of 
the Castro, between 18th and 19th Streets, with 
daily hours for visitors Thurs.-Mon., 1-6 P.M 


Parsonage activities take place weekdays and 


weekends. Various other groups, such as A.A., use 


The Parsonage as a meeeting place. Parsonage ac- 


tivities and involvement also reach out beyond the 
building on Castro Street, for instance, with the 


AIDS Intertaith Network, and the Festival of 
Prayer in connection with the events of Les- 
bian/Gay Freedom Week. 


The Parish Outreach Program 


he Parsonage has put together a variety of 

educational programs. One of the very in- 
novative and dynamic prograins 1s entitled the Parish 
Outreach Program. This experience invites par- 
ticipants. clergy and lay persons, representing 
Episcopal parishes of the Diocese of California, to 
come to the Castro to The Parsonage to learn about 
the unique church ministry going on there. Natural- 
Iv. many of the particip®hts have no practical 
knowledge and awareness of gay/lesbian issues, 
spirituality, and church involvement. The Parish 
Outreach Program, then, is an effort to widen horizons 
and open doors and hearts to understand the dimen 
sions and possibilities of gay/lesbian involvement in 
and commitment to the church at large 

The program is a full day's s¢ hedule with ses- 
sions including an introduction to sexuality and 
homosexuality. an audiovisual presentation 
developed by co-founder Rev. Bernard Mayes, a 
walking tour of the Castro, and special presenta- 
tions. The presentations themselves call on shar- 
ings from the mother of a gay son, a gay parent of 
several children, a lesbian contractor, and a reured 
gay man. Theological discussions cover issues such 
as sensuality, sexuality, and body-soul theories. the 
idea of blessing same-sex unions, and homosex- 
uality and the clergy. 

The Parish Outreach Program has provoked 1n- 
tense thought and discussion, very personal shar- 
ing and soul-searching, laughter, anger, and sur- 
prise. Discussions show that there is still much to 
be done to bridge the gaps in understanding; but

church. 


‘*The Parsonage Experience”™’ 


he core out of which all other programs grow 
at The Parsonage is the series called *‘ The Par- 


sonage Experience™’ or **The Challenge To Be.*’ This 
series 1s usually run twice a vear, in the fall and spring; 
it usually covers ten weeks, the sessions being every 
other Saturday, that is, five Saturdays. It is open to 
anyone who is interested in the topics, regardless of 
their intention to commit time or other forms of sup- 
port to The Parsonage. We prefer commitment to all 
five sessions. 


Community-building is an important part of the 


first sessions. This can take the form of active listen- 
ing workshops, in which skills are stressed that help 
the speaker clarify his or her values, focusing primarily 
on feelings. The exercises can also be used for trust- 
building and for increasing self-revelation. 


Content is emphasized in the other sessions. Kevin 


Gordon, Director of the Consultation on Homosex- 
ualitv, Roman Catholic Theology and Social Justice. 
has given a workshop on homosexual homophobia. 
Jean Haldane, Director of the Lay Acadmeny of the 
Diocese of California, has done presentations on our 
spiritual journeys. Jose Gutierrez, a therapist, has 
worked with us on victimization. Loneliness was 
discussed with Irene Herrold, who also works, with 
Henry QOhlhoff House, a center for recovering 
alcoholics. Augie O'Connor, the Episcopal Chaplain 
at San Francisco General Hospital, led us through ex- 


ercises to acquaint us with our psychological types. 


A celebration usually concludes the series, whether 


a Eucharist or a picnic...or both. 
The AIDS Interfaith Network is one of the Com- 
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munity groups with which The Parsonage cooperates. 


This Network has been in existence nearly a vear and 


is made up of several gay-sensitive religious groups 
Primarily it seeks to provide non-judgmental spiritual 
support to persons with ATDS, their lovers, friends, 
family and others who are connected with them. It also 
provides education and training for volunteers within 
the Network who will work with persons with AIDS 
It has believed it necessary to probe theological issues 
surrounding this disease, rejecting the nouon that this 
disease is used by God to judge and punish. The Par- 
sonage has provided volunteers for this organization 
who work on Ward 5B and Ward 86 at San Francisco 
General. With some of these volunteers, the Network 
is reaching out to help other hospitals to meet the needs 
of those with AIDS 

What about the women at [he Parsonage and their 
involvement in community spiritual growth? We 
beheve that women are very much a key to the recon- 
Gihation of church and community. Ordination of 
women, inclusive language and non-sexist lituragy are 
serious concerns among Christian women. These 
issues must be explored as well as that of sexual orlen- 


tauion. It doesn’t seem that much can be accomplish- 


ed until more worrven and men take this positive, ae-

The Parsonage appeals to the women in the com- 
munity to experience, with us, avenues of spiritual 


growth and understanding, not only for community 


and church, but for one’s own spiritual being. At pre- 
sent, The Parsonage has five women Parsons, two of 


whom are non-gay, In comparison to the thirty com- 


missioned men. A tull wholesome ministry to the com- 


munity and its churches needs more actively concern- 


ed lesbians and non-gayv women. 


So the work of The Parsonage continues. It is not 


enough to protest our own oppression nor to struggle 


with the reconciliation of spirituality and sexuality 


among the gay and lesbian community. The theology 


that oppresses one group ultimately oppresses all peo- 
ple. Liberation, if for any, is for all. Our commitment 


is to the realization of that reconciliation. Come join

Ilan B. Estes Jr., founder and Artistic 
Director of Theatre Rhinoceros, 
America’s largest and most: suc 
cessful Gay theatre company, slipped 
peacefully from this life at sunset on May oth, 
a victim of Pneumocystis Pneumonia. He 
was 29 vears old 
Allan's parents, Dawn Thomas and Allan 
Estes Sr.. were joined at the hospital by 
several dozen friends on Sunday afternoon 
to keep vigil after the painful decision was 
made to discontinue medicines which ar- 
tificially maintained his blood pressure 
[IIness struck with little warning as he was 
casting his long-awaited production of Mar- 
tin Sherman's play Bent. Kris Gannon, ap- 
pointed Acting Artistic Director by the 


theatre's Board of Directors, announced that 
the theatre is postponing Bent indefinitely 


and that another production, Bad Drama, 
by California playwright Richard Grey, will 
replace it as the last show of Theatre 
Rhinoceros’ °83-'84 season. “We all feel 
Allan’s loss very personally and are determin- 
ed to live up to Allan’s example. We will 
make sure that what he began here will con- 
tinue to grow and flourish. It’s the only possi- 
ble monument for this extraordinary man, ° 
said Gannon. 

Allan came to San Francisco from Boston 
in 1977 with one goal: to establish a theatre

rom the moment I entered Chez, 
Claude, memories of Paris and bistros 
there came to mind. Claude Mussard, 
the owner, greeted us and on my second 
visit, placed us at a table near a window in the 
front. On my first visit, I had a table on the 


balcony which crosses the side and back of 


the room. 

The menu here is decidedly French. I long- 
ed for Jennie to be here with me to remember 
our meals together in Paris last November. 
I thought that Jennie might even now be in 
a similar place in Paris tonight. 

Steven and I ordered an appetizer and a 
bottle of Vouvrey from a limited, but suitable 
wine list, which I feel is reasonably priced. 

Steven ordered) Les Escargots. de 
Bourgogne tonight, while I sampled the 
chef's special terrine. On my previous visit, 
Sarah and I had the Praires Farcies and 
Moules Farcies. We then exchanged clams 
and mussels with each other. Happily, in 
both visits the hors d'oeuvres were well 
prepared, spiced with just enough garlic and 
served hot or cold as was appropriate. 

At Chez Claude both soup and salad are 
served with your dinner. On my first visit I 
had a hearty bean soup much like 
minestrone; tonight, a very good and typical 
potato-leek based carrot soup. These are 
made each day by the chef. 

Sarah and I had ordered fish dishes on our 
first visit, so tonight, Steven and | ordered 
Les Viandes. His La Combinaison Steak et 
Homard arrived on an attractive plate with 
potatoes, carrots and zucchini. On Claude's 
suggestion, I had Le Filet Mignon au Poicre 
Vert Flambe au Cognac. I like my steak rare, 
and it was bleu as one would expect in a good 
French restaurant. The sauce was a delight. 
Creamy, but not too heavy and subtle with 
green peppers and shallots. 

The bread here is excellent and comes 
fresh daily from one of the new French 
bakeries in San Francisco. A tub of butter and 
the warm bread prepare you for the food to 
follow. In our case, we sopped up the 
wonderful garlic butter which had flowed 
from the snails. 

With our steaks we ordered a delightful 
Bordeaux, which was ideally suited to our 
main course. 

Following our meal, Francois Alips, the 
Chef, invited me to tour the kitchen. This 
restaurant has opened only two months, and 
Mussard has plans for growth and expansion 
as business builds and develops. He has an 
able assistant in Frank Anderson, who 
handles the small bar and also acts as Maitre 
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d’ and public relations person. 

The clientele here is very cosmopolitan. 
On both visits I heard much conversation in 
French from regulars. 

We couldn't resist trying a Grand Marnier 
Souffle and asked Francois to prepare one. 
To our delight it was perfect. It arrived 
golden brown, and served with creme 
anglais. 

Coffee presse completed our meal. Prices 
here are competitive with other good 
restaurants. If you limit yourselves to the en- 
tre with soup and salad, you won't spend a 
bundle. 

Any new restaurant has growing pains, and 
Chez Claude is no exception. However, the 
staff is now better trained and the chef more 
accustomed to his new kitchen. Both Mr. 
Alips and Mr. Mussard were formerly 
associated with La Quiche on Taylor Street 
and have been trained in the traditional man- 
ner in France. I hope you enjoy this 
discovery as much as I did.

na world where even coffee and cookie 

counter attendants have a styrofoam cup 

near the register marked “‘tips’’—(for 
what?)—it’s refreshing to stumble ona place 
where the counterman explains the menu, 
tells you what's good, and then lets you 
know that napkin and utensils are already on 
the tables and when your food is ready 
you re going to serve vourself, so upping is 
unecessary. Such a place is the newly open- 
ed deli, Tootsies 

It's Operator, Girard, was one of the 
owners of Hamburger Mary's in Canada (the 
original, I’m told). His background ts exten- 
sive and his recipes have a French influence. 

The menu's simple—choose any one of 
eight sandwhich selections (all served open- 
face and lavishly garnished with dill pickle, 
tiny ears of corn, crabapple, olive, 
cucumber, beet, lettuce...) for $3.50. Make 
that an even more lavish cold salad plate and 
it's $4.75. Or splurge: there are at least five 
special hot dishes available (served with salad 
and vegetable), priced at around $5.00! A 
selection of beers and wines are available, 
and there are freshly baked muffins. 

The room is big, rambling and unpreten- 
tious. Ithas a ‘‘fities diner’’ feeling, but with 
some pleasant extra touches: a scattering of 
large plants, an oil of a Victorian lady in her 
nightdress, and a glass-doored refrigeration 
unit done up as a bird sanctuary. (Happily, 
the bird is stuffed!) 

The music played (tapes) is gently 
rhythmic pop, and showtunes.

This Friday evening, my date, Jim, call- 

ed and suggested that we have dinner at The 

Galleon. My previous visit there had been a 

brunch, where we enjoyed al fresco dining 
under radiant heaters on their patio. 

We called for reservations, which is a must 
on weekends. Upon our arrival, we were 
greeted by Jonathan, the Maitre d’, who 
seated us promptly at the time we requested. 

Our waiter, Jim, is a seasoned veteran who 
takes pride in his job. He recited the daily 
special and mentioned the price of each. He 
won me over for that. 

The Galleon is a cozy place with track 
lighting and nicely framed poster art. The 
tables are covered with linen and crisp 
napkins. 

Jim and I selected our entres, which come 
with both soup and salad. Jim ordered the 
Chicken Cordon Bleu, and upon spotting 
Sauteed Sweetbread’s, | couldn't refuse. | 
often feel this dish is a telling one and a 
challenge to any kitchen to prepare well. 

The soup this night was a very nice New 
England style clam chowder, full of chunks 
of potatoe and lots of clams. It was hot, and 
quite well made. 

The salad was butter lettuce served ice 
cold with a very nice house-made creamy 
Italian dressing. This was subtley flavored 
and Eee spiced. 


Bill Wallace make the Galieon a great place to enjoy a 


meal. 


We selected a Weibel Fume Blac which ar- 
rived chilled and then was placed in an ice 
bucket. The wine list here is carefully 
selected and features mostly good California 
wines. The prices are reasonable. 

Our entres arrived and the plate was attrac- 
tive to look at. Jim’s Chicken Cordon Bleu 
was a very tender juicy breast of chicken and 
sliced ham and cheese ina light sauce. A very 
tasty dish. My sweetbreads were covered 
with a sauce full of fresh mushrooms, cream 
and a hint of sherry. The chef here, John 
Robinson, certainly knew how to do these 
dishes and did them very well indeed. 

Dick Neil and Michael Stanzioni are the 
owners of The Galleon. They run a well- 
managed house. 

David Hargerty, the pianist, plays here and 
also at the Castro Theater. His music was nice 
background music. A bit later it gets more 
rowdy with a piano bar.

amela Brooks poured herself into a 
slinky white gown and frolicked and 
gamboled her way through two fast- 
paced sets at Mame’s last week. As she 
remarked to her fans (there are lots of them 
and they're demanding), “you're getting a 
hundred songs for $5.00, and that’s a 
bargain.” And it is. Pamela has a gorgeous 
voice and [ike her best when she stands still 
and uses it. Her “Don’t Cry Out Loud,” sung 
with total simplicity, was very effective, as 
was her treatment of accompanist Bob Ben- 
dorff's “Or So It Seemed.” 

Her Porgy and Bess medley was a big pro- 
duction and she sang the whole opera—sans 
dialogue—in about four minutes. The plain- 
tive “There's a Boat that’s Leavin’ Soon for 
New York” lingers on long after those big 
belted numbers. 

This entertainer is Mistress of the Boa. 
God knows, but when she starts taking re- 
quests, watch out. You get campy versions 
of “Broadway Baby.” along with other 
overdone show tunes. But that’s cabaret. On 
the other hand, when she does “Being With 
You, “EStill Believe in Love,’ and a love- 
ly encore number “ll Never Say Goodbye ™ 
from the movie The Promise, nobody does 
it better, 

Forme, the high point of the evening was 
her “Vissi d’Arte” from Tosca. A demanding 
aria, vocally and emotionally, she did a 
magnificent job. She gota standing ovation, 
as well she should have. 

Miss Brooks returns to Mame’s the first 
three Saturdays in June, then sings with John

Tones on Tail: 

Pop, LP, Beggars Banquet. 

This is the first album for the group that is, 
I suppose, the official reincarnation of 
Bauhaus, who have disbanded (I am told) 
because One member died or is dying of 
AIDS. Earlier singles have established the 
group's sinister, creepy whispery style. The 
album is wonderful and, ina way, continues 
the Bauhaus tradition of obtuse acidity 
coupled with the sense of a vampire around 
every corner. The differences lie in the way 
in which this is achieved. Tones on Tail uses 
electronic effects and a breathy, subdued 
vocal style to achieve an atmosphere, where 
Bauhaus would use tortured guitars and a 
more direct, overtly bitter vocalization. The 
group has still done nothing monumental 
such as ‘Bela Lugosi’s Dead;”’ but then again 
Bauhaus had that song hanging over their 
creative heads their entire career, so maybe 
it's best to save the monumental for later. 
The album is well worth listening to. 


Ultravox: 

Lament, LP, Chrysalis 

Explain something for me. When John Foxx 
was still with the group it was legendary and 
a joy to hear live. When they split up, Foxx 
pressed one of the most brilliant albums ever 
‘‘Metamatic,”’ and U/travox went on to press 
a fair album. I then thought that all the talent 
obviously lay with Foxx. Since then, Foxx 
has done nothing but banalities; and 
Ultravox has declined to a level of mediocri- 
ty that has few rivals, bringing the group's 
sound to the point where it is the repetitious 
mouthpiece for Midge Ure’s adolescent 
crooning. So what happened? This album is 
more of the recent sameness from Ultravox, 
with cut after cut of uninteresting synthetic 
mush. One song, ‘‘White China,”’ has brief 
moments of synthetic interest but is not 
worth buying the album for. The song is 
available as a single so I'd go with that if you 
like the song. For me, ‘‘Dancing With Tears 
in My Eyes’”’ typifies the smarmy sound for 
which Ure has become famous. I love roman- 
tic music but I like it with a capital ‘“R,”’ not 
on the level of Barbara Cartland. 


Cocteau Twins: 

The Spangle Maker, 12°’, 4AD. 
Elizabeth Fraser has one of the most enchant- 
ing voices to come along ina very long time. 
I dream about this voice. It surpasses Sioux- 
sie, it’s so good. This music is high romance. 
My only regret has always been that I don't 
have the words to the songs, since you can't 
tell what exactly she’s singing but you know 
it’s quite wonderful. The other complication 
is that I am told she sometimes sings in 
Welsh. This Welsh flavor, I feel, is what gives 
the group its overall rarified mysteriousness. 
All their material heretofore has been excep- 
tionally good and durable. It is the kind of 
music I play over and over and never tire of. 
The group's first album (‘‘Garlands’’) is a 
serious bid for placement in my list of best 
albums of the decade. I follow this group 
very carefully and suggest you do so as well. 


Killing Joke: 

Eighties, 12'', E.G. 

The guitars on this record are bliss. It could 
be regarded as a standard Killing Joke song 
and there's nothing wrong with that. | 
haven't liked anything of theirs so much 
since “‘Wardance’’ and ‘‘Requiem.”’ This 
one’s right on the money. Too bad, 
however, that there isn’t more and we are 
given versions of the same song for the 
balance of the 12’’. $4.50 is alot for one song 
but I think it’s worth it. 


Echo And The Bunnymen: 

Silver, 12’’, Korova. 

More lushness from Echo which I guess is to 
be their new (very successful) sound. I miss 
the old Echo with a little more rawness to it; 
but faced with the other things one could 


listen to or be forced to listen to, this is just 
fine. Much of the music world seems to be 
struggling its way back to some form of 
romanticism that is also acceptable to the 
post-modern sensibility. Certainly, commer- 
cial success didn’t hit this band until ‘Killing 
Moon,” which took off for reasons not en- 
tirely clear to me. Luckily, so far, their 
romantic stance hasn't become flabby as it 
has with so many others, but they are in 
danger of losing any edge whatever to their 
sound, which is a mistake. This record walks 
that thin line between a good commercial 
sound and pap. In the end, I think there are 
a lot better records to spend your cash on 
than this one.

production first performed at S.F. State 

two years ago, has now settled into the 
Plush Room for along summer's run. It’s an 
arch and elegant show, perfectly suited to its 
setting, and will doubtless be a favorite of 
conventioneers and other tourists. 

Featured are two of the original S.F. State 
performers— William Bear and Anne Tof- 
flemire (she'll also be remembered for her 
performance in Absolutely Courtney last 
year), and Mary Jo McConnell, who con- 
quered the Plush Room when she appeared 
there in Forbidden Broadway. This is a 
three-person revue with six people, the 
others being Darren Server and John Walko 
On twin grand pianos, and narrator Tim 
DiPasqua. 

When this revue was fresh, quite a few 
years ago, it presented some of the more 
obscure songs of a composer/lyricist who 
was becoming a major force in American 
musical theater—there was a thrill of 
discovery. Now, it’s too restrictive a vehicle 
for presenting an evening of Sondheim, since 
it was written before Sweeney Todd, Merrt- 
ly We Roll Along, and New York's new hit,

how and Tell’ must have been 
Holly Near’s favorite class in 
elementary school. Seems 
nowadays every Bay Area appearance of the 
feminist musician/activist finds her introduc- 
ing some new discovery she wants to share 
with us. 

Last month she shared her most significant 
find since Imagine My Surprise when she 
played two local benefit concerts with the 
Chilean group /nti-Illimant. The ap- 
pearances were part of a national tour of fif- 
teen cities organized by Cultural Work, Inc., 
a project of Near’s Redwood Records com- 
pany in Oakland. 

For several years now Latin American folk, 
salza and samba music have seeped into the 
pores of U.S. culture ata quickening pace, 


largely the result of the influx here of 


thousands of refugees. La Pena Cultural 
Center in Berkeley, for instance, opened its 
doors in the seventies to promote pro- 
gressive Latin culture and music. The 
popular Chilean ensemble Grupo Raiz got 
its start at the center. 

Inti-Ilimani. comprised of several ver-

show's pretty well written in cement; you 
can make cuts as necessary, but you can't 
change much and you can’t add anything. 
(For the S.F. State production, he was able to 
include “‘Being Alive’ and ‘‘There Won't Be 
Trumpets’’—in this more commercial run, 
that’s not permissible.) 

Too bad, because the revue lacks dimen- 
sion and is a bit too precious. The song selec- 
tions point up the composer's sense of aliena- 
tion and his inability to deal with relation- 
ships except in a brittle, cleverly mocking 
way. (‘You Must Meet My Wife,’ ‘The Lit- 
tle Things You Do Together,” ‘Getting Mar- 
ried Today,’ and ‘“‘Could I Leave You”’ are 
delicious when one first hears them, but they 
don’t wear well.) Because of the nature of the 
songs, the performers are simply doing com- 
peting solos when they sing together; there's 
an absence of communication—the show 
would be greatly improved with the addition 
of an honest-to-God love song or two (“‘Too 
Many Mornings’ would be fine), were it on- 
ly permitted. 

DiPasqua’s a charming narrator, but his 
function’s extraneous—usually a convoluted 
explanation that “...we're going to do a song 
Sondheim wrote in the seventies, but first 
Anne will sing this and then Bear will sing 
that...’ This occasionally serves the purpose 
of setting up the songs, but tells us little or 
nothing about the composer. 

Given the limitations of the vehicle, the 
cast is excellent. Bear's in the driver's seat for 
most of it, and he drives well, but most of the 
emotion expressed is in his voice and 


satile musicians (all male), had performed ex- 
tensively in South American before joining 
Near for the U.S. tour. At her May 12th ap- 
pearance in Berkeley, Near explained that in 
addition to raising money for Latin American 
organizations, she hoped to attract the atten- 
tion she thinks /at7-/Himani deserves from 
North Americans. 

The reaction of concert-goers to the 
Chilean group varied from really moved to 
not particularly impressed. | thought their in- 
strumental pieces were unequivocally dazzl- 
ing. (I have a soft spot for the charanga, a 
high-pitched guitar, and tamponas, low- 
pitched pipes.) The group also performed 
several heartwarming tunes by Victor Hara 
and Violeta Para. 

Yet the group didn't seem to interact with 
the audience in the same charismatic manner 
as, for instance, Grupo Ratz. | didn't feel that 
oneness Of spirit so Common to the New 
Song Movement of Latin America. 

Holly Near came across similarly distant. 
(The immensity of the Berkeley Communi- 
ty Theatre could be a factor here, and the 
reserve seating contributed somewhat to an 
alienating atmosphere.) Some of this distance 
definitely resulted from Near’s inability to 
sing Latin Americans songs like a Latin 
American. Her Spanish is good, my 
Salvadoran friend told me, but she failed to get 
enough heart behind the words. 

She was more successful with her North 
American tunes, like her Karen Silkwood 
piece, which I believe is the best song she’s 
ever written. Near also did a new song, 
which she described as a tribute to lesbian- 
feminist solidarity workers. I really hated it, 
whatever it was called. Overly moralistic and 
sappy, not very powerful, with victimization 
undertones. All in all, it didn’t stray too far 
from the truth. 

Ending on a positive note, | think Holly 
Near deserves a lot of credit for attempting 
to bridge our North, Soyth, and Central 
American cultures, and has set an admirable 
example for other musicians and activists 
everywhere in the world. 


directed movement; his face just shows a 
kind of popeyed, fixed-green trance... 
someone should teach him to squint! His *'I 
Remember’ is fine, and he shines especially 
with the not-very-appropriate “Could I 
Leave You.”’ Ms. McConnell is the stronger 
of the women, making the most of ‘‘Madam’s 
Song” and “‘I’m Still Here,’’ but Tofflemire 
works her own special magic with ‘Another 
Hundred People”’ and ‘‘The Boy From...” 

Ninety minutes is too long without a 
break, especially when it’s Sondheim, and it 
seems interminable if you're asmoker, now 
that Equity requires an announcement re- 
questing you not to smoke during perfor- 
mance. This is fine for theaters, but singers 
who perform in saloons should be prepared 
to put their lungs at risk (and the Plush Room 
is already exceptional in having a ringside no- 
smoking section). I missed a little of the show 
while prowling the corridors with several 
other addicts who couldn't last. 

This show isn’t for hard-core Sondheim 
fanatics, who will be reminded that it’s dus- 
ty, dated and incomplete, but it’s still a 
generous sampler of Sondheim's earlier 
songs, and it’s never been so well directed 
and performed here.

Itsuccessfully documents, through in- 
terviews with political and artistic dissidents, 
the anti-homosexual hysteria of the Castro 
regime at the time of the Cuban revolution.

month, arm-in-arm with your best 


frends, when suddenly nine helicopters. 


sweep down trom the sky and open fire on 
the crowd with machine guns. 

Quickly vou run for cover, then watch as 
hundreds of others fail to escape. A sea ot 
blood drenches every corner. People vou 
know. Your best friends 

Later at home you sit dazed, unable to 
speak, as the television reports the story. A 
U.S. State Department spokesman explains 
that the Parade was plotted by communist 
agents hoping to overthrow the city govern- 
ment. The Pentagon ordered a pre-emptive 
strike on the march to eliminate the con- 
spirators. Unfortunately, but unavoidably, 
he adds, ten thousand non-conspirators got 
caught in the ‘‘crossfire’’ during the siege. 

This unbelieveable scenario is not a 
premonition of things to come. Hardly a 
glimpse into the future, it encompasses a 
reality known by people living closer to you 
than the generals at the Pentagon. And while 
lesbians and gay men in America find 
themselves hated and harassed because of 
their lifestyles, in Guatemala a different kind 
of social group has been outlawed altogether. 

Recently two incredible films were releas- 
ed which explore the fading remanants of the 
Mayan Indian civilization in Guatemala and 
how a corrupt U.S.-backed government is at-

tempting to exterminate all but the finest 
museum pieces from this culture. 

The first, £7 Norte, plaving at the Elmwood 
Theater in Berkeley and the Gateway in San 
Francisco, offers an engrossing ficthonal ac 
count of two Guatemalan Indians who tlee 
to the United States to escape execuuon by 
the governmentarmy. They arrive here on- 
ly to find the INS (Immigration Naturalization 
Service) lurking behind every door, hungry 
to send the two back to a fate in Guatemala 
not unbeknownst to the American Officials. 

Unlike El Norte, which is rich in Indian 
symbolism successfully coupled with a big 
dose of Hollywood entertainment value, the 
second film lets us ride shotgun into the belly 
of the monster. This full-length documentary 
examines a crumbling Guatemalan society 
dominated by an army which has occupied 
the country since 1954. That year the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency orchestrated a coup 
which overthrew a popularly elected 
government (sound familiar?). 

Rigoberta Menchu, a 23-year-old Quiche 
Indian (descendant of the Maya) narrates the 
documentary, describing the attempts by her 
family and others to hold onto their farmland 
and preserve their culture. Interwoven in her 
story are some fantastic historical and 
cultural scenes from a revolution largely ig- 
nored by the American press. 

A lack of transitions between these scenes, 
and the use of too many story-telling devices

(interviews, news clips, dramatizations, nar- 
ration) unfortunately obstruct the 
cohesiveness of Menchu’s story. However, 
what the film loses in structural flaws, it more 
than makes up for in the most daring and in- 
timate raw footage to emerge from 
Guatemala in a decade. 

After grimacing through a Guatemalan 
beauty pagent and a Christian fundamentalist 
soul-losing session, we travel into the coun- 
tryside where a growing resistance move- 
ment makes its first appearance before the 
movie camera to date. Here, whole villages 
of people, Indians and non-Indians, maintain 
a Clandestine existence, although military

helicopters bought from the U.S. fly regularly 


over these areas, machine gunning anything 
that moves—the old ‘‘catch the fish by drain- 
ing the sea”’ approach to counter insurgency. 
Be sure to catch both E/ Norte and When 
the Mountain Trembles during their Bay 
Area showings. These sobering but explosive 
tales are important additions to the escalating 
Central America debate in this country.

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Powers of Desire 


A Review of Powers of Desire: The Politics of Sex 
vality. An anthology edited by Ann Snitow. 
Christine Stansell. , Sharon Thompson. Monthly

owcrs of Desire, the big pink book- 

anthology on the politics of 

sexuality, isan intellectual sex fiend’s 
delight. From a radical pervert’s point of 
view, this volume constitues a long-awaited 
event. The articles and information contain- 
ed within were previously only available in 
back issues of esoteric journals or in obscure 
mimcographed documents gathering dust. 
Each entry in Powers of Desire is a pro- 
vacative pearlofsexual journalism, and yet 
only a few of these essays have seen the 
davlight of mainstream media. The ones that 
have broken through this barrier, like Ellen 
Willis’ sizzling columns in the Village Votce, 
or Allan Berube’s recent story in Mother 
Jones on lesbian and gay G.E.’s in World War 
I (both reprinted in Powers of Destre) repre- 
sent areal triumph in dynamic sexual discus- 
sion aimed toward the public at large. 

The point of “who is vour audience” is 
perhaps Powers of Destre’s weakness. The 
anthology is obviously an ideal text for a 
university class. Tt will also thrill those 
veterans of feminist, gay, socialist, and civil 
rights movements who can squirm and 
squeal as every nuance of our struggles and 
squabbles is explored. 

However, for those uninitiated into the 
lifestyle and lingo of the left, or academia, 
a good bulk of this big pink book will remain 
uninviting. 

This is not to say that the editors are 
unaware of this dilemma, They have also in- 
cluded in their tome a selection of poems, 
dialogues, fiction, and outrageous declara- 
tions which I devoured on my first reading. 

If vou simply cannot imagine reading 
“The New Woman and the Rationalization 
of Sexuality in Weimar Germany.” certain- 
ly you will be able to plunge into “My 
Mother Liked to Fuck. an amazing little 
thunderbolt written by Joan Nestle, one of 
the co-founders of the Lesbian Herstory 
Archives. 

My own personal favorite work is the clo- 
quent “A Story of A Girl and Her Dog,” an 
ironic tale of bestiality written by of all peo- 
ple. Alix Kates Schulman (Memoirs ofan Ex- 
Prom Queen), This All-American fable about 
an unpredictable child named Lucky Lar- 
rabee brought me to arousal and tears, 
delivering a nostalgia for the intelligence of 
childhood discoveries versus the ignorance 
of grownups sexual secrets. 

Powers of Destre certainly does sharpen 
the talons of todays sexual radicals. Looking 
atthe section titles alone is a revelation: The 
Capitalist Paradox: Expanding and Contrac- 
ting Pleasures; Sexual Revolutions; The In- 
sutution of Heterosexualitv: Domination, 
Submission and the Unconscious: Sexual 
Openness, and Current Controversies 
Phese latter-mentioned modern turmoils 
certainly include the battle of self-conscious 
sex deviants against the sexual repression 
and gender role paralyzation. that 
remarkably take up the front guard of both 
the New Right and also a good deal of the 
current feminist leadership. 

A good example of this was the spectacle 
of Andrea Dworkin, famous radical feminist 
and writer, on alecture tour recently at san 
Prancises State Winiversity: avnere. she 
debated flustered civil libertics lawyers on 
the issue of pornography. 

Dworkin succintly and without hesitauion 
defines pornography as the sexual subor- 
dination of women. She commanded a 
revival-stvle audience that applauded 
Dworkin so mightily that at any moment | 
expected a cheerleading squad to appear 
chanting: “SEX is RAPE and RAPE is SEX“and 
SEX is RAPE. and...” To. calm. myself, 1 
quoted from the big pink book, “No politics 
remains innocent of that which it protests — 
(°The New Feminism of Yin and Yang, - 
Alice Echols).

Lalso recalled that [have been to womens’ 
events of quite a different sort. In March, On 
Our Backs. a new sexual entertainment 
magazine for lesbians, organized a women’s 
erotic dance show at Cesar’s Palace in the 
Mission. T enjoyed watching 200 dykes, 
delerious with lust and excitement, wave 
their tips to tuck into the strippers’ g-strings. 


an optomistic retort to the notion of 
women, and lesbians in particular, as 
ethereal, non-genitally oriented purists who 
wouldn't know a fantasy if it fell on top of 
them, and spend all their free time fighting 
the rapaciousness Of male sexual appetites, 
i.e., burning and banning porno. 

One utterly refreshing part of Powers of 
Desire’s historical overview is the realiza- 
tion that women’s liberation was not always 
organized around the question of sex as cor- 
ruptor and oppressor. My teenage years 
coincided with the early 70 s-oF the 
women’s movement, and | remember well 
the emphasis on getting our orgasms 
whenever and however we wanted, Despite 
the agony of the double standard, I was not 
wlone among my female peers in claiming 
the sexual revolution as Our own, 

Sexual revolutionaries have indeed 
pressed their own special taint on social 
history, and Powers of Destre otters an eve- 
opening introduction to the past century, 
and especially, the last two decades of 
“What We've Been Rolling Around in Bed 
With, (the title of another gem, an inter- 
view/dialogue with Amber Hollibaugh and 
Cherrie Moraga). “Sexual experience with 
men or women can be abusive, objectifying 
and degrading, but it can also be ecstatic, in- 
spiring, illuminating. [t can also be—and 
here the inadequacy of a polarized discourse 
becomes clear—a peculiar mixture of all 
these things: objectifying and pleasurable, 
degrading and inspiring. We must bring 
together the complexities and contradic- 
tions: We must integrate what we know with 
what we do not want to know ‘(from the in- 
troduction by Ann Snitow, Christine Stansell 
and Sharon Thompson). 

With that, readers will hopefully know 
cnough about this Big Pink Paperback to go 
and pick up a copy. share with friends, and 
express a few desires of their own,

he life and times of Dan White 
haven't become a Monday Night 
Movie. Yet. Until they do, Mike 
Weiss) new book, Double Play. The San

Francisco City Hall Killings, provides a 
good substitute for those wanting a general- 
ly accessible and entertaining presentation 
of a major dramatic event. Even the title im- 
mediately invokes names and snatches of 
words from the last five years. The Dan 
White Affair. Harvey Milk. The Twinkie 
Defense. The White Night Riots and 
memorial marches. Dan White Lives—and 
goes free in Los Angeles. Protests by gay men 
and lesbians. 

Double Play carries the reader along with 
the sweep of events. A few lapses into turgid 
prose don't negate the power of the other- 
wise skillful writing. The story reads like 
good fiction, And that’s the problem: Dow 
ble Play has the authenticity of a good TY 
docu-drama. You know the general outline 
of events, and the personalities are familiar: 
but wise observers know better than to 
believe everything presented 

Such is the case with Weiss’ effort. The 
story he tells is painful in its familiarity, vet 
there remains a gnawing desire to under- 
stand why White murdered Milk and 
Moscone. Weiss tries to lead us to this truth 
by telling his story with a series of very per- 
sonal profiles that “step into the minds” of 
each character. But there’s danger in this 
technique. This becomes apparent when 
W ciss reconstructs the thoughts of White on 
the day of the assassinations. Describing 
White's emotional condition before he load- 
ed his gun for the trip to City Hall, Weiss 
Writes, 

He knew who was to blame. He could 
see no path to redemption, no way of sav- 
ing himself. his life was over. Ruined, 
Dan's thoughts came right up to the edge 
of an abyss that made his head ache... He 
felt worthless, without hope, devoid of 
the will to act. He wanted to cry.... 

If Dan's self-pity had been almost com- 
forting because it made him helpless, the 
rage he now felt, the solid bottom of his 
quicksand helplessness, was hard and cer- 
tain. It was all over. This was it.... There 
was a roaring in his ears. Men had done 
this to him, he knew who they were and 
where to find them and what he had to 
DOs..01 BIS Was If 


This makes for good dramatic reading, but 
did it really happen tHat way? Dan White 
alone said it did; Dan White alone describ- 
ed the roaring in his ears. Can White be con- 
sidered a reliable source when he explains 
his murders? In his search for the truth Weiss 
follows the path of the twelve jurors who 
relied so heavily on White's own words. The 
author certainly doesn't absolve the 
murderer, but what is the reader to make of 
Weiss’ conclusions, considering the serious 
compromises to his fact-finding? This con- 
stant challenge to the reader to accept the 
plausible as factual ultimately proves distrac- 
ting and annoying. 

While there is reason for concern about 
the author's inclusion of these recreated 
events, many potential readers. especially 
gay menand lesbians, could easily find fault 
with the omission of other important 
material. Gay people—and others who had 
hoped to get the whole story here—could 
easily take exception, or even offense, atthe 
surface Overview given to gay issues and gay 
involvement in San Francisco politics. 

Weiss skillfully involves the reader with 
the look and the feel of the city and its 
characters. George Moscone's North Beach 
becomes a rich portrait of Italian Catholic 
family traditions blended with cafe society 
ina wide-open town. Dan White's outskirt 
ncighborhood bristles with a working-class 
pride tempered too many times by neglect 
from City Hall. But Eureka Valley. now 
simply called “the Castro. never receives 
the same treatment. References are made to 
gay gentrification, to same-sex displays of af- 
fection on the street, to Milk s Camera Store, 
vet there's little sense of the dying Catholic 
parish becoming one of the city’s most vital 
neighborhoods. 

As Weiss’ description of the Castro is flat 
so also are his passing references to that basic 
component of a community, the personal 
relationships. In Double Play gay 
relationships—specifically those of Harvey 
Milk—are barely acknowledged, much less 
treated as important. Although Weiss spent 


several hours interviewing Milk’s primary 
lover and business partner, Scott Smith, the 
reader acquires little sense of Smith’s rela- 
tionship with Milk. There's a litthe more 
detail about Milk’s later lover who commit- 
ted suicide, but more attention ts paid to the 
dramatic death than to the life he shared 
with Milk. Indeed, Milk’s final love interest 
is only mentioned by name. The conclusion 
to be drawn is clear: Weiss considers Milk’ s 
personal relationships of little importance. 
This unequal treatment ts especially evident 
when compared to the attention afforded 


not only to the wives of George Moscone 


and Dan White, but also to the black women 
pursued by Moscone and to the pre-marriage 
lover of White. 

Weiss knows how to present his straight 
characters as they see themselves. He allows 
residents from White's neighborhood to be 
solid citizens who feel forgotten by City 
Hall. They watch, wistful and angry, as their 
city is overtaken by “them.” But Weiss con- 
sistently Chooses not to do so for “them,” 
the gay men and lesbians. Gay people are 
seldom allowed to speak for themselves: 
rather they are seen through the eves of 
adversaries, the Dan Whites. 

If Weiss isn't aware or sensitive to these 
basic gay issues, Why should the reader think 
Weiss was sensitive to the role of 
homophobia in Dan White's motives? Since 
Harvey Milk’s life and times so directly im- 
pact upon the subject of Weiss’ work, why 
didn't he direct his descriptive efforts to 
them? His decision not to do so weakens the 
book and undercuts any claim that Double 
Play is the definitive work about the San 
Francisco City Hall Assassinations. 

Weiss’ omissions reinforce mainstream 


notions that gay relationships are superficial 
and ignores the considerable contributions 
of gays to society s—and especially San 
Francisco s—financial, edycational, and 
political institutions. While there is no sug- 
gestion whatsoever that Weiss felt anything 
but abhorrence for the murders, his treat- 
ment of Milk, and of the lesbian and gay 
community itself, contributes to the 
justifications of those who consider it a 
lesser crime to “kill queers,” whether they 
be street people or city supervisors. 

Other groups become the targets in some 
of the author's passing references. Ina San 
Francisco magazine excerpt, Weiss refers to 
the liberal politics of Moscone as, “he put 
women, blacks, gays, Latinos, vou name it, 
in decision-making positions.” Although 
this was edited from Double Play, Weiss 
racist description of the over-sized radios 
carried by young men on the streets as “the 
attache cases of the Third World’ still re- 
mains. And he refers to Milk’s alleged smirk 
at White's political defeat as “that arch. 
mocking. defensive expression, the very 
emblem of homosexual style.” Perhaps the 
author assigns “that smirk” to gays, as some 
whites once considered shuffling a 
trademark of blacks. 

Mike Weiss can be credited with great 
amounts of research, analysis, and skillful 
writing in this account of the Dan White af- 
fair. However, the docu-drama, interpre- 
tation-as-fact-approach combined with the 
author's serious omissions of important gay- 
related issues, leave Double Playloaded 
with near-fatal flaws. This book deserves, at 
best, a highly qualified recommendation. 
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Legende 


Legende, by Jeannine Allard, Alyson 
Publications, 125 pages, 198-4.

I ordinarily approach any book whose 
back cover touts its “haunting beauty ~ 
with grave suspicion. Readers like myself 
who are put off by sci-fi-stvle cover ilustra- 
tions and manipulative book-jacket sales 
hype will be pleasandy surprised by the con- 
tent of Jeannine Allard’s Legende, a recent- 
ly published lesbian-feminist: historical 
romantic novel. Don't let the melodramatic 
tone of its writing fool you: this is actually 
4 substantial and gratifying book. 

Most notable for its serious treatment and 
positive portrayal of long-term lesbian love 
relationships, Legende more than makes up 
in plot and perspective what it lacks in style. 

Allard claims to have been inspired by a 
French legend. As the tale goes, two women 
who had successfully ‘“‘passed” as a 
heterosexual couple were honored after 
their deaths and adopted as a symbol of their 
village; a statue was erected memorializing 
them. Some years later when the villagers 
discovered the true nature of the relation- 
ship, they brutally destroyed the statue in 
rage and fear. 

The novel begins and ends with the scene 
of the villagers demolishing the statue and 
hopscotches through time, creating a good 
deal of dramatic tension in the process. The 
narrative alternates among the voices of 
Aurelie and Phillipa (the central romantic 
relationship) and their adopted daughter, 
Mimi, contributing to an intimate under- 
standing of each character in relation to the 
others and heightening the suspense. 

There are some interesting twists to the 
plot which are amusing as well as thought- 
provoking. The ironies of passing as a man 

in order to love a woman and to gain access 
to male economic privilege, a strategy used 
more often than historians have suspected 
until recently, are explored. Of the dif- 
ficulties of this lifestyle, Aurelie observes: 


Phillipa never seemed quite sure whether 
she was aman or a woman—oh, I cannot 
blame her for that, it was a precarious and 
difficult position that she was living in, 
two different lives; but it made me uneasy 
nonetheless...But I never wanted to be 
anybody's wife; I married her so we could 
live together in peace: that was all...Since 
the wedding, the people in the village had 
become more friendly with me. I didn't 
particularly wish to be a normal, respec- 
table lady—they seemed to have nothing 
in common with me—but the village was 
content so I left it at that. If they had 
known the truth, they would probably 
have killed us. 

The next generation has the opportunity 
to express their love differently. Mimi says 
of her lover: 

We realized quite naturally, that we 
preferred each other's company to that 
of anvone else, and that we wanted to be 
together, always... There was no question 
of pretending that one of us was aman: 
we simply had to pretend that our friend 
ship was in fact no more than that. No one 
thought anything of it. And why should 
they have? 


Themes familiar to contemporary 
lesbians—questions of concealment. nar 
rowness of public opinion, delight in female 
self-sufficiency, passionate romantic love. 
self-pride—are seen in sharp relief against 
the typical gothic traditions with which they 
are interwoven. An eerie sub-plot involves 
psychic visions Tragic deaths are prom- 
inently featured. Particularly satisfying ts the 
reversal of a long-standing pulp tradition. 
here a heterosexual is the arch-villainess. 

The narrative unfolds suspensefully and 
there are touches of swashbuckle which add 
to the book's entertainment value, but the 
relationships in Legende are radically dif- 
ferent than the standard fare of most roman- 
tic fiction. The real romance of this book ts 
in the well executed and realistic depiction | 
of an intimacy between equals deepening | 
gradually, day by day. The sexual aspect of | 
the relationship is neither sensationalized 


nor trivialized but is appealingly integrated 
into the story. 

How I would have loved to discover this 
novel in the public library during my 
adolescence! | remember vividly my passion 
for tattered copies of the books of Victoria 
Holt and Mary Stewart. | would have been 
even more cnthralled with books like this 
one with strong female characters who are 
whsolutcely central toeach others hives, 1 
have seen no evidence that this novel ts be- 
ing marketed for a voung adult audience, 
Which means that it may not reach an impor- 
tant group of potential readers. Regardless 
of their sexual inclinations. young people 
will most likely be able to identify with 
Legende’s strong individuals determinedly 
carving their own destinies. Girls, especial- 
ly. will be delighted with the competence 
and resourcefulness. of -the. tentale 
characters. 

With the precedent set by Nancy Garden's 
outstanding young adult novel Annie On My 
Mind, which depicts a wonderful, roman- 
tic high school courtship, more and more 
books with lesbian themes will be making 
their way onto library shelves (library 
donors take note!). . 

The first historical lesbian feminist roman- 
tic novel [have encountered, Legende is an 
enjoyable piece of light reading which sly- 
ly raises contemporary issues in a 
thoroughly entertaining fashion.

Many authors allow causes or private con 
cerns to cloud their vision, literature suffer 
ing accordingly. Picano, however, has no axe 
to grind. He makes no pretensions of dissec 
ting “Gav Life” Rather, he invesugates with 
enthusiasm the lives of characters who hap 
pen to be homosexual. The author avoids the 
trap of pontificating; he permits his males the 
responsibility to make themselves into fools 
or honorable men. In addition, the language 
of this fiction is rich. Indeed, the sensitivity 
to detail probably derives partially from 
Picano’s experimentation in molding simile 
and metaphor as a poct. 

My favorite selection in this volume, 
Xmas in the Apple,” is, without doubt, one 
of the more accomplished offerings. Picano 
creates a poignant triptych of options open 
to Gay males in contemporary America: being 
single and ‘‘on the prowl,”’ finding onself 
unattached after losing a lover to death, and 
adjusting within the setting of a lover- 
partnership. The writer records the highs 
and lows savored and suffered in each of 
these three panels of human experience. 

Felice Picano: is..a ‘cisk-taker, He ex- 
periments with the malleability of the short 
story form in ‘‘And Baby Makes Three,’ a 
near-novella. Here, tales of past, present and 
future love intermesh in a dazzling tour de 
force. 

The author juxtaposes the frivolous in 
“Mr. World Buns—A Story Without a 
Moral,’ concerning a competition for the 
number one male derriere, with the serious 
in ‘‘The Stroke,’ dealing with a man’s com- 
ing to terms with a dying father. Picano 
handles such extremes on the emotional 
spectrum equally well. In fact, he entwines 
the light with the tragic most skillfully in 
‘‘Teddy—The Hook,” for example, a story 
set in the Vietnam years, the hero a blond 
stud forced into combat regardless of an 
anatomical quirk that repels females but in- 
trigues the Gay male narrator. The tale 
celebrates passion, the impetus of those 
who, instead of lamenting life’s disappoint- 
ments, persist in chasing after, encircling and 
embracing the fullness of human experience. 

The title story investigates the nightmare 
of being mismatched lovers: one successful, 
over-achieving and nagging; the other 
passive, playful and terminally dreamy. 
Picano unsentimentally delineates the 
tragedy such an unfortunate coupling 
demands. The vision is acidly anti-utopian. 

On the other hand, in ‘‘Expertise,”’ Picano 
tests the destructive power in espousing a 
solipsistic stance toward life. 

When his third lover walked out the door, 

Alex decided he'd had just about enough 

of gay romance. Bradley had been as 

beautiful as an old Arrow shirt ad model, 
as delicious as Entenmann’s chocolate 
chip cookies, and alas! in the final evalua 
tion, about as nourishing. How long could 
love go on with the perpetually wound: 
ed vanity of one partner and the adoring

istorian John Boswell’s pioneering 
work Christianity’, social 
Tolerance and Homosexuality 
revealed that gay people held prominent 
positions in the life of the early Christian 
church as teachers, sisters, brothers, abbots, 
and monks in religious communities. 
Boswell looks at the Bible to find understan- 
ding of how same-sex relationships grew 
within the church, relationships which were 
non-biological and non-nuclear family 
oriented, the Old Testament notion of 
brotherly/fraternal love, the friendships of 
David and Jonathon, Ruth and Naomi, in the 
New Testament, Jesus’ command to love 
one another. 
(He never specified gender arrangements 
for this love). The notion of romantic 
(though not always sexually expressed) rela-

to determine ‘“‘whether the syndrome of 
persistent generalized lymphadenopathy.is 
a prodrome (a symptom indicating an ap- 
proaching disease) to the more severe 
manifestations of AIDS.’’ Abrams explains 
that for many men the natural history of this 
syndrome may be an “endpoint,” simply a 
milder reaction to exposure to the propos- 
ed AJDS agent. In his study, 5 of the 200 sub- 
jects went on to develop ‘‘full-blown”’ AIDS. 
Studies in New York have indicated that 5% 
to 15% of patients develop AIDS, but the pa- 
tient selection standards for this study dif- 
fered from those of Abrams’ study. 

In his HTLV-3 studies, Dr. Gallo found 
that 86% of his group of lymphadenopathy 
patients had antibodies to—and thus had 
been exposed to—the probable AIDS virus. 
However, in Gallo’s study also he simply 
terms these patients ‘‘pre-AIDS,"’ again, it’s 
uncertain upon what patient characteristics 
that category is based. 

Abrams said he’s been asked to send blood 
samples from his lymphadenopathy patients 
to the researchers at the National Institute 
of Health ‘‘to determine if this subset of men 
had been exposed to the virus. | would be 
amazed if they hadn't been.”’ Abrams 
believes that current research indicates that 
men with the lymphadenopathy syndrome 
are presenting an alternative response to the 
same agent that caused AIDS in other gay 
men. 

Unlike AIDS, the lymphadenopathy syn- 
drome is not a ‘‘reportable disease” 
throughout the country. Physicians and 
clinics are not required to report its in- 
cidence to county or state health depart- 
ments. In fact, according to Abrams, “‘Lym- 
phadenopathy is a reportable disease in the 
state of Oregon, and that’s basically because 
I've been an AIDS consultant for the Oregon 
AIDS Task Force. They were aware of this 
syndrome even before they had their first 
AIDS case.” Currently, 11 cases of AIDS 

have been reported in Oregon. 

Even without a sure means for determin- 
ing the actual number of lymphadenopathy 
cases in San Francisco, Abrams concludes 
that ongoing studies with results yet un- 
published suggest to him that the incidence 
among gay men living in San Francisco is 
probably between 10% and 20%. 

The scientific benefit to making the lymph

Picano ex- 
amines our terrain with care; in the process, 
he illuminates those darker recesses of 
psyche that we oftentimes feel too fearful to 
explore on our own. 


node condition reportable would be to give 
researchers a common denominator for a 
clear understanding of the natural history 
and actual effects of the disease. Abrams 
considers the medical reasons for such ac- 
tion equally important. “By recognizing it 
as an AIDS-related condition and by making 
it reportable, AIDS would become a much 
more prevalent disease in the community, ” 
he observes. ‘‘When AIDS cases, as currently 
defined, number 4000-plus, it might not 
seem quite so important numerically.” 
Abrams adds, ‘Plus, it would make a 
diagnosis of AIDS a lot less fatal. We now 
talk about AIDS being 100% fatal.” 

Currently there is no therapy for patients 
with an apparently benign state of lym- 
phadenopathy; however, Abrams has begun 
a new controlled study to determine the 
therapeutic benefits of alpha interferon, a 
drug previously administered to patients 
with KS. Abrams reasons that if lym- 
phadenopathy is a lesser form or milder 
form of AIDS and if the HTLV-3 virus is in- 
volved, then possibly attacking it at this ear- 
ly stage might prove beneficial. “Even 
though these patients have benign biopsies, 
they do have ‘dis-ease’ with symptoms in- 
cluding fatigue. fevers, and night sweats,” 
states Abrams. 

The new study needs patients who have 
had enlarged nodes for longer than six 
months, who have had a previous biopsy 
revealing no KS, and who now have a symp- 
tom related to the lymph node swelling. The 
protocol involves injections of alpha in- 
terferon under the skin three times a week 
for six months. Injections can be self- 
administered at home. Patients need to 
come to the clinic to pick up their drug supp- 
ly and to have their immune system 
periodically monitored. The dosage of the 
interferon is low enough that minimal, if 
any, side effects are expected. Interested in- 
dividuals should contact Ward 86 at San 
Francisco General Hospital, (415) 821-8820.

Coming Up! that a previous action on the 
part of Vukasin provides some perspective 
on his dealings with the Gay Games. In 1968 
Vukasin was a member of the state Public 
Utilities Commission. He wrote a concurring 
opinion that the Society for Individual 
Rights, the Daughters of Bilitis, the Tavern 
Guild, and other lesbian and gay organiza- 
tions should not be able to have a directory 
listing under the tithe of “‘Homophile 
Organizations.’ Homosexual activity was 
then illegal in the State of California, and 
Vukasin felt that Pacific Bell should not have 
to grant recognition or support to groups 
whose members practiced illegal activities. 
Vukasin didn't let it go at that, however; he 
also chose to describe “homosexuals” as 
“victims of moral aberration.” 

Where does this put the Gay Games? In the 
court and on the playing fields. Dunlap stated 
during the press conference that “we re go- 
ing to keep fighting within the courts as long 
as we have appeals to make. After that, we 
will take the issue to the community direct- 
lv. Sonow, there are two appeals pending: 
and “pending” these days means perhaps a 
vear for the Circuit Court and then even 
longer if there’s a need to go to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Atthe same time, organizers used the court 
action and the following news conference to 
state loud and clear their expectations for 
Gay Games II. Schaaf declared, “Let there be 
no doubt. There wi/l be a Gay Games IT in 
San Francisco in 1986. Today's action makes 
it absolutely necessary that we go ahead.”

Love Poems... 


tionships between members of the same sex, 
the expression of personal love and affec- 
tion between equals, flourished in monastic 
communities until the late 13th century. 

Medieval Latin Poems of Male Love and 
Friendship is a representative sampling of 
the literature produced between the 3rd and 
14th centuries, a primary source for the 
work of Boswell and others who have 
discovered a rich tradition of same-sex love 
rarely acknowledged today. These poems, 
penned for the most part by men in religious 
communities or schools for clerics, cover a 
broad definition of friendship and love, 
from intense, explicitly sexual affairs of the 
loins, to less openly sexual, more platonic 
relationships. The gambit of human emo- 
tions spreads throughout these pages: love, 
lust, affection, trust, faithfulness, joy. regret, 
sorrow, tenderness, passion. The division of 
emotions and the limitation of their expres- 
sion by gender as we know them today were 
unknown to these writers. 

Stylistically, the poems are composed as 
love letters, lyrics. satires and jokes. debates 
and dialogs. “culogies, imbued but not over- 
whelmed by Christian morality and heavi 
ly influenced by the classical mythologies of 
Ovid, Cyparissus. Hyacinth, Zephyrus, Or- 
pheus, Apollo, Jupiter. and most frequent- 
ly Ganymede. that Trojan lad of uncom, 
promising beauty who was snatched up in- 
to the Olympian heavens by Jupiter, who 
made him his cup bearer and “gave him 
kisses by day and wine by night.” The 
translator, Thomas Stehling, gives tcogent 
and concise overview of the classical 
sources, lest vou find vourself swamped in 
the panoply of Greek and Roman myths 


While a good many of the writings in the 


volume celebrate attection between men, 


some of them are openly critical and at times 
condemning of that expression, Some point 


tothe dangers of excessive lustand uncheck 
ed passion, others admonish young boys 
who. frivously flaunt their wares and 
tease torment older. less beautiful men, 
some rail against tempting and corrupting 
innocent youth, still others take issue with 
male prostitution and passive homosexual 
ty. The same authors, composing in a dif- 
ferent Mood might take amore conciliatory 
view toward same-sex goings-on, or even 
write a poignant letter to an absent friend, 


a letter with unmistakable erotic under- 
tones. What is important to remember here 


is that condemnation and approbation of 
homosexuality existed side by side (at times 


from the same author), homosexual and 
heterosexual sins were given equal weight, 
friendship between men was much more 
fluid, emotions much less proscribed, the 
line between the sensual and the sexual 
much less clearly drawn. Furthermore, the 
writers lived in times, unlike our own, in 
which categories lumping same-sexers 
together for social identification did not ex- 
ist. And as translator Stehling says, ‘*The 
topic of love between men in the Middle 
Ages was simply more traditional and less 
fraught with personal anxiety.” 

There are in this collection two lesbian 
love poems which strike one as a bit 
tokenistic, yet according to Stehling this 
paucity is explained largely by women’s ex- 
clusion from medieval education. I suspect 
that more Women’s writing from this period 
exists, perhaps still locked away by the Ho- 
ly Patriarchs. One of the two poems simply 
entitled “To G.. is a moving and tender 
statement of love and commitment: 


What strength have [ felt that [may bear it, 
that | may endure your absence? 

Is my strength the strength of stones 
that [can wait for vour return, 

I never cease trom aching, night and day 
Like someone missing a hand and foot. 


and, 


When | remember the kisses you gave me, 
the way you refreshed my little breasts with 
sweet words. | would like to die 

since Pcannot see vou 


By the end of the 14th century, as John 
Boswell has posited, things began to change 
as an exaggerated tear of homosexuality 
spread through religious orders. Monastics 
were forbidden same-sex relationships by 
severe coclestastical legislation: what were 
Known to Catholics as “particular friend 
ships) were vehemently dissuaded: teachers 
in religious orders were warned against 

croticizing rclationships with studencts 
marriage became the only place for permiss1 
ble sexual relations (and then ov/y for pro 
creauion), passion in marriage, let alone bet- 
ween members of the same sex was 
condemned 


Today we are all too painfully aware of 


zealots and bigots who, keeping in the tradi- 
ion Of repression, continue their diatribe 
against same-sex love. The research of peo- 


ple such as Boswell and Stebling, on behalf 


of gay people and for much needed 
historical illumination, are to be applauded 
and encouraged—now more than ever

it. This could, on the other hand be an excellent 
time to put your financial affairs in order.

There are the 5,000 delegates of an 
estimated 30,000 total convention visitors (ac- 
cording to S.F. police projections), who'll not 
only see and hear the rally, but will be brieted 
inside convention walls by Vote Peace 
outreach workers about the platform and 
overgoals.

Said Julie Levak, “‘We have no firm committ- 
ments at this point, but some candidates, of 


course, are more likely to endorse the plat- 
form than others.”

regarded as a barrier to health care with a 
biased cultural and economic base. But with 
Lyon-Martin Clinic’s membership in the San 
Francisco Community Clinic Consortium, 
this is changing. The health care needs of les- 
bians are issues that Lyon-Martin asserts 
within the Consortium and within any 
organized health plan for the City. 

Debra Friedland, Executive Director of the 
Lvon-Martin Clinic, feels that such a MIA con- 
tract is important to the Clinic and to the les- 
bian/gay community for not only practical, 
but also symbolic reasons. It would establish 
a stable base of funding for Lyon-Martin. Ac- 
cording to Friedland, the Clinic stands to 
receive $64,000 in reimbursement for an 
estimated 1,440 MIA visits in the coming 12 
months. 

Symbolically, such a contract would 
establish recognition that the Lyon-Martin 
Clinic serves a valuable function in San Fran- 
cisco by providing culturally sensitive care 
to a population not well served by the City. 

While the MIA reimbursement contract 
alone will not ensure the survival or stabili- 
ty of the Lyon-Martin Clinic, Friedland says 
it is an important and substantial source of 
funds for lesbian health care. In October 
1983, the Clinic received its first grant from 
the City through the Federal Jobs Bill ad- 
ministered through the Mayor’s Office of 
Housing and Community Development. 
This $80,000 grant for the creation of new 
jobs has enabled the Clinic to take giant leaps 
forward in the past year, including a move 
anew neighborhood, expanded hours, and 
lowered sliding scale of fees. 


This one-time grant ends in November, 
1984. and Friedland says that the Clinic will 
be seeking funds from a Community 
Development Block Grant for Public Ser- 
vices. Since this proposed grant can only 
amount to a maximum of $80,000, it Would 
only help to maintain the Clinic's new-found 
stablility. A reimbursement contract: of 
$64,000 would enable the Clinic to under- 
take other self-sufficiency fundraising and 
program activities in the next year by reliev- 
ing the ever-growing stress of absorbing the 
cost of MIA care. MIA’s accounted for 60% 
of patient visits to Lyon-Martin in 1983, a 
number that will surely increase in 1984 due 
to the move from Pacific Heights to the Mis- 
sion and to the continued economic stresses 
on the lesbian community. 

It is important in the short run for the 
Lyon-Martin Clinic and lesbian MIA’s, and in 
the long run for lesbian/gay health in San 
Francisco, that our Community express sup- 
port for a MIA reimbursement contract for 
the community clinics. This specific health 
initiative is historically unprecedented 
because lesbian community health is propos- 
ed as an integral component of San Francisco 
community health. Because the Mayor and 
the Department of Public Health will be 
finalizing City budget program proposals for 
FY 84-85 in June, support is needed im- 
mediately.
